His  Honor,  Daniel  Macauley,  the  outgoing  Mayor,  then  intro- 
duced the  Hon.  James  L.  Mitchell,  the  Mayor  elect,  with  the  fol- 
lowing remarks : 

-  -        

Gentlemen  :— In  what  manner  precisely  I  should  sever  our  official  connec- 
tion is  not  clearly  denned  in  my  own  mind,  but  I  desire  to  do  so  with  as  few 
words  and  as  little  formal  ceremony  as  possible.  For  six  years  I  have  had  the 
honor  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  this  body,  and  I  desire  briefly  but 
earnestly  to  thank  you  and  your  predecessors  during  that  time  for  the  confi- 
dence, kindness  and  forbearance  with  which  you  have  sustained  my  efforts  to 
serve  the  city.  For  all  that  might  have  been  better  I  have  a  natural  regret; 
but  I  am  justified  in  saying  that  in  all  that  pertains  to  integrity  of  purpose,  I 
have  done  my  best  to  honor  and  respect  the  office  and  the  generous  people 
who  so  repeatedly  gave  it  to  me.  For  the  success  or  failure  of  my  adminis- 
tration of  affairs  I  submit  to  the  judgment  of  the  citizens,  now  and  later,  as 
time  shall  prove  results.    So  much  for  myself.  . 

It  is  now  my  pleasant  duty  to  present  to  you  my  successor— a  gentleman 
for  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  entertain  the  highest  personal  regard.  Though 
like  myself,  a  young  man,  he  has  been  for  years  a  prominent  citizen  of  Indi- 
anapolis, better  and  more  favorably  known  to  you  perhaps  than  any  intro- 
duction of  mine  could  make  him.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  an  excellent 
citizen — upright  and  honorable  in  all  his  dealings,  of  surprising  and  deserved 
popularity — young,  progressive  and  hearty,  like  the  city  he  represents.  I  am 
certain  he  will  sustain  the  duties  and  the  dignities  of  his  office  with  reputa. 
tion  and  honor  to  himself  and  his  constituents— the  people. 

Gentlemen— I  present  you  the  Honorable  James  L.  Mitchell,  Mayor  of 
Indianapolis. 

The  retiring  Mayor's  speech  was  received  with  hearty  and  well  deserved 
applause. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  James  L.  Mitchell,  then  addressed  the 
Council  as  follows : 
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Gentlemen  and  Fellow  Citizens :— I  would  do  violence  to  my  feelings  did  I 
not  in  this  public  manner  express  my  gratitude  to  the  people  of  this  great 
city  for  the  honor  they  have  conferred  upon  me  by  electing  me  their  Mayor. 
And  while  I  accept  gratefully  the  proffered  honor,  it  is  with  much  embar. 
rassment  I  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office;  and  the  em- 
barrassment is  made  doubly  great  when  I  think  of  the  able  manner  in  which 
the  position  has  been  filled  by  my  illustrious  predecessor — Gen.  Macau  ley. 
Genial  and  wholesouled  in  his  greetings,  able  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties;  a  refined  and  polished  gentleman,  with  executive  ability  rarely 
equaled;  the  people's  favorite,  an  honest  man;  he  retires  from  your  body  to- 
night bearing  the  good-will  and  esteem  of  the  high  and  low,  the  rich  and 
poor.  And  if  at  the  close  of  my  official  term  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  I 
have  made  as  good  a  Mayor  as  General  Macauley  1  shall  ask  no  higher  com- 
pliment. While  I  shall  not  have  at  this  time  the  presumption  to  point  out  at 
length  what  would  seem  to  me  wise  policy  to  be  pursued  by  your  honorable 
body,  composed,  as  it  is,  of  men  who  are  more  experienced'in  the  duties  they 
have  to  perform  than  I  am;  yet,  you  will  pardon  me  if  I  suggest  ihat  the 
positions  you  hold  are  growing  more  important  every  year.  As  the  vast  re- 
sources ol  our  State  are  being  developed,  and  its  mines  of  wealth  are  attract 
ing  the  attention  of  the  nation;  this,  the  capital  of  the  State,  sending  out  its 
railroads  in  every  direction,  is  bound  to  increase  in  wealth  and  population  in 
such  a  ratio  as  will  surprise  the  most  enthusiastic.  And  whilst  this  is  the 
case,  its  interests  and  progress  are  mainly  in  your  hands.  You  are  its  guar- 
dians-— let  no  man  betray  the  trust.  Be  not  too  lavish  in  your  expenditures, 
nor  too  niggardly  in  your  improvements — practice  that  economy  for  your 
constituents  that  you  would  in  your  own  private  affairs.  Guard  the  financial 
honor  of  the  city  as  you  would  your  own,  and,  by  care  and  prudence,  make 
its  bonds  go  as  readily  in  the  market  as  the  currency  of  the  nation  does  in 
trade.  See  that  all  needed  improvements  which  will  add  to  the  wealth,  pros- 
perity and  health  of  the  city  are  made,  and  that  the  property  of  the  citizen 
who  lives  in  your  outskirts  has  the  same  protection  from  fire  and  loss  as  that 
of  the  one  who  lives  in  the  more  populous  portion.  Manufactories,  trade  and 
enterprise  must  not  be  crushed,  but  built,  up;  and  the  same  inducements  that 
are  held  out  to  bring  capital  here,  should  be  extended  to  draw  to  us  labor, 
which  makes  capital. 

In  the  selection  of  the  officers  to  be  chosen  by  you  let  not  the  fact  that  one 
has  done  more  for  his  party — or  for  this  man  or  that — than  another  influence 
your  action.  Rather  let  the  question  be,  u!s  he  honest — is  he  qualified?" 
And  though  he  may  have  exercised  the  right  of  a  freeman  to  vote  as  he 
pleased,  1  should  not  even  ask  how  that  vote  was  cast. 

Now,  gentlemen,  as  this  is  a  new  field  to  me,  I  hope  you  will  bear  with  my 
imperfections,  sustain  me  by  your  counsel  and  advice,  and  give  me  that  en- 
couragement which  1  need.  And,  in  conclusion,  let  me  say,  while  I  bear  ill- 
will  to  no  one,  and  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  my  friends  that  it  will  take  a 
liletime  to  repay;  yet,  officially,  I  shall  know  neither  friend  nor  foe,  Demo- 
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crat  nor  Republican — nothing  but  my  duty  as  I  understand  it;  and  that,  as 
the  servant  of  the  people,  I  shall  do  fearlessly. 

But  believing  the  sentiment  to  be  true,  that  "Deeds  are  better  things  than 
words  are — actions  mightier  than  boastings,"  begging  your  pardon  for  having 
trespassed  so  long,  we  will  now  proceed  to  business.

Indianapolis,  May  12,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen:— I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  petition  of 
Abner  Pope  and  other  trustees  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  asking  that  taxes 
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assessed  against  real  estate  held  by  them  as  trustees,  may  be  remitted,  and 
submit  the  following  opinion: 

The  city  had  power  to  levy  taxes  upon  all  property  subject  to  county  and 
State  taxation.  The  Common  Council  can  lawfully  exempt  from  taxation 
such  property  as  the  statute  expressly  provides  shall  be  exempt.  The  statute 
in  force  at  the  time  the  taxes,  which  the  Council  are  asked  to  remit,  accrued, 
was  as  follows: 

"Section  6.    The  following  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation    *    * 
*****  *         Fourth.     Every  building  erected  for 

religious  worship,  and  the  pews  and  furniture  within  the  same,  and  the  lands 
whereon  such  building  is  situate,  not  exceeding  ten  acres." 

The  rule  is  that  exemptions  from  taxation  are  to  be  strictly  construed,  the 
first  principle  of  free  government  being  that  all  private  property  should  con- 
tribute to  the  general  burden.  Judge  Dillon  thus  states  the  rule,  "As  the 
burden  of  taxation  ought  to  fall  equally  upon  all  statutes  exempting  persons 
or  property  are  construed  with  strictness,  and  the  exemption  should  be  de- 
nied unless  so  clearly  granted  as  to  be  free  from  any  fair  doubt."  Our  own 
Supreme  Court  in  several  cases  have  declared  a  similar  rule.  (See  the  cases 
of  city  of  Indianapolis  vs.  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  25  Ind.,  518.  Orr  vs.  Ba- 
ker, 4  Ind.,  86.) 

The  real  estate  described  in  the  petition  as  lots  15,  16  and  17,  of  Martin- 
dale's  Central  Addition  are  vacant  lots,  and  are  very  plainly  subject  to  taxa- 
tion. As  to  these  lots  there  can  be  no  possible  doubt  but  that  the  Council 
have  no  lawful  power  whatever  to  remit  the  taxes  assessed  thereon. 

As  to  the  other  parcel  the  facts  are  somewhat  different.  There  is  a  build- 
ing on  it.     But  we  have  the  following  statute: 

"Section  7.  If  any  part,  parcel,  or  portion  of  any  tract  or  lot  of  land,  or  of 
any  buildings  or  personal  property  enumerated  in  the  preceding  section  as 
exempt  from  taxation,  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  any  other  purpose  or 
purposes  than  those  recited  in  said  section,  by  reason  whereof  they  are  ex- 
empted from  taxation  such  part,  parcel  or  portion  shall  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion so  long  as  the  same  shall  not  be  set  apart  or  used  exclusively  for  some 
one  of  the  purposes  specified  in  the  said  enumeration." 

To  come  within  the  exempting  statute  the  property  must  "be  set  apart  and 
used  exclusively  for  religious  purposes."  The  petition  does  not  claim  that  the 
property  was  set  apart  and  used  for  religious  purposes,  but  claims  that  it  was 
bought  and  held  in  trust  for  such  purposes.  The  Council  cannot  legally  ex- 
empt from  taxation  this  property  without  its  being  made  to  appear  that  it 
was  set  apart  and  used  exclusively  for  religious  purposes,  and  this  the  petition 
does  not  show. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  case  made  by  the  petition  is  not  such  as 
will  warrant  the  Council  in  remitting  the  tax  assessment.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  question  presented  in  the  motion  introduced  by  the 
Mayor,  as  to  the  power  of  the  Common  Council  to  prohibit  interments  in  the 
"old  cemetery,"  has  received  careful  examination.  The  provisions  of  our 
charter  upon  this  subject  is  as  follows:  "To  establish  cemeteries  or  burial 
places  within  or  without  such  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  sanctity  of  the  dead 
and  to  prohibit  interments  except  in  cemeteries  heretofore  established  by 
ltw."  The  language  of  the  last  clause  is  imperative,  and  wou'd  prohibit  the 
Common  Council  from  preventing  interments  in  a  cemetery  established  by 
law.  The  difficult  question  is  to  determine  what  cemeteries  can  be  held  to 
be  established  unless  such  interments  would  create  a  public  nuisance  by  law. 
If  it  should  be  held  that  a  cemetery  established  by  individuals  in  conformity 
to  some  law,  was  one  established  by  law,  then  the  Council  could  not  interfere 
with  interments  in  the  "old  cemetery."  After  careful  reflection  I  am  inclined 
to  think  that  this  provision  means  a  cemetery  established  by  individuals 
acting  under  and  in  conformity  to  some  existing  statute.  A  very  exhaustive 
discussion  of  this  entire  question  was  made  by  an  eminent  lawyer  in  the  mat. 
ter  of  widening  Beekman  street  in  New  York,  and  it  was  there  held  that  the 
city  could  not  control  a  cemetery  established  in  accordance  with  the  statute 
of  the  State.  (See  4  Bradf.  Rep.,  p  503.)  A  very  similar  rule  is  laid  down  by 
our  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Bogert  vs.  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  13  Ind., 
R.  It  must  therefore  be  held  that  unless  the  interment  of  bodies  in  the 
cemetery  will  cause  a  public  nuisance,  the  Council  have  no  power  to  prohibit 
such  interments. 

Where,  however,  the  population  has  become  dense,  and  the  burial  of  the 
dead  in  the  midst  of  a  thickly  populated  neighborhood,  would  endanger  the 
health  of  the  citizens  or  interfere  with  the  comfortable  enjoyment  of  life,  the 
Common  Council  may  prohibit  by  ordinance  such  interments.  In  such  a  case 
the  burial  of  dead  bodies  would  constitute  a  public  nuisance,  and  the  Com. 
mon  Council  have  full  power  to  prohibit  or  abate  nuisances.  It  is  held  in  the 
case  of  Begein  vs.  city  of  Anderson  28  Ind.,  81,  that  while  a  cemetery  is  not 
perse  a  nuisance,  yet  where  the  population  becomes  dense,  it  may  be  regarded 
as  a  public  nuisance  and  as  such  "abated  or  suppressed." 

Should  the  Council  deem  the  interment  of  more  bodies  in  the  "old  ceme' 
tery"  a  nuisance,  the  proper  course  would  be  to  adopt  an  ordinance  declaring 
such  interments  a  nuisance,  and  prohibiting,  under  proper  penalties,  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  use  of  the  grounds  for  burial  purposes.

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  an 
ordinance  upon  the  subject  of  houses  of  ill-fame,  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  carefully  examined  the  statutes  and  ordinances  upon  the  subject,  and 
have  conferred  with  the  City  Attorney,  whose  opinion  is  herewith  submitted. 
They  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  change  the  existing  or- 
dinance reported  by  the  Attorney.  Your  committee  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  and  resolution  herewith  submitted.

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Also,  the  following  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  May  16,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  •, 

Gentlemen: — The  powers  of  the  Common  Council  relative  to  the  punish 
ment  of  penal  offenses  are  such  only  as  the  charter  confers.  To  ascertain 
the  powers  of  the  Common  Council  concerning  houses  of  ill-fame  and  prosti- 
tutes, recourse  must  be  had  to  the  provisions  of  our  city  charter.  Upon  this 
subject  our  charter  contains  the  following  provisions: 

The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  enforce  ordinances. 

"Ninth.  To  suppress  gaming  and  gaming  houses,  and  houses  of  ill- 
fame."  ******  ** 

"Twentieth.  To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants  mendicants,  street  beggars, 
common  prostitutes,  and  their  associates." 

"Sec.  54.  For  the  removal  and  abatement  of  nuisances,  to  carry  out  and 
enforce  sanitary  regulations,  for  the  apprehension  of  disorderly  persons,  va- 
grants, common  prostitutes,  and  their  associates,  *  *  the  Common  Coun- 
cil shall  have  jurisdiction  two  miles  beyond  the  city  limits." 

There  is  also  this  further  general  provision : 

"Sec.  56.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  other  laws  and 
ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  objects  of  such  corporation,  and  to  enforce  observance  of  all 
laws,  by  enacting  penalties  for  their  violation  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars." 

As  to  the  punishment  which  the  city  may  impose  upon  those  who  violate 
the  provisions  of  her  ordinances,  the  following  in  addition  to  the  above  are 
the  provisions  of  the  charter,  to-wit : 

"  The  Mayor,  while  sitting  as  a  court,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
all  prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  city,     * 

*  *  provided  that  in  trials  before  him  he  shall  have  full  power  to  ad. 
judge  imprisonment  as  a  part  of  his  sentence  not  exceeding  thirty  days  in 
the  city  or  county  prison." 

"  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power 

"Forty  fourth;  To  erect  a  prison  or  prisons  within  the  limits  of  such  city, 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  imprison  therein  persons  convicted  of  offenses 
against  the  laws  of  such  incorporation,  and  for  offenses  against  the  penal 
laws  of  the  State."     See  also  the  latter  clause  of  Sec.  56,  already  quoted. 

There  are  two  classes  of  cases  for  which  punishment  is  provided  : 

1st.  Those  where  express  power  is  conferred  upon  the  Common  Council 
to  enact  and  enforce  penal  ordinances. 

2d.  Those  where  the  general  power  is  given  to  pass  all  laws  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 

2 
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Bawdy  houses  and  prostitutes  fall  within  the  former  class,  for  there  is  ex- 
press power  conferred  to  punish,  suppress  and  restrain.  I  think,  therefore, 
that  in  cases  where  there  is  a  conviction  under  the  ordinances  upon  these 
subjects,  that  the  punishment  may  be  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  both.  Our 
ordinance  upon  this  subject  now  in  force,  contains  the  following  provisions  : 

"  Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapo- 
lis, that  every  common  prostitute  found  wandering  about  said  city,  or  within 
one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  or  found  guilty  of  any  lewd  or  las- 
civious conduct  in  any  public  place  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  which 
may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

*  *  *  *  *  *  * 

"  Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  keep  a  house 
of  ill  fame  or  prostitution  in  said  city,  and  on  conviction  of  such  offense,  the 
person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars ;  and  upon  a  second  or  subsequent  conviction  such  person  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  And  it  .is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to  set  forth  in  each  complaint  of 
any  subsequent  violations  of  this  section  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  first 
or  previous  conviction."  *  *  *  *  * 

"  Section  6.     Any  male  person,  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  upwards, 

who  shall  reside  in  a  house  of  ill  fame  situated  within  said  city,  or  within  one 

mile  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 

fifty  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

******** 

"Seetion  11.  Any  person  visiting  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  prostitution  situ- 
ated within  said  city  or  within  one  mile  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  prostitu~ 
tion  and  whoredom,  or  who  shall  be  found  therein  as  an  occupant  thereof, 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  thereof,  and  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  thirty  days.  All  persons  found  therein,  not  being  occupants  there- 
of, shall  be  deemed  to  have  visited  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  whoredom 
or  prostitution,  unless  they  prove  they  were  there  for  a  lawful  purpose."  (See 
Kev.  Ord.,  p.  226.) 

Power  conferred  upon  Council  to  "  suppress v  houses  of  ill-fame''  will  not 
authorize  the  Common  Council  to  cause  the  house  to  be  demolished.  This 
was  expressly  decided  in  the  case  of  Welch  v.  Stowell,  2  Mich.  E.  332.  The 
general  rule  is  that  "  where  the  charter  or  organic  act  prescribes  the  manner 
in  which  by-laws  are  to  be  enforced,  or  the  sanctions  or  punishments  to  be 
annexed  to  their  violation,  this  constructively  operates  to  negative  the  right 
of  the  corporation  to  proceed  in  any  other  manner  or  to  inflict  any  other 
punishment."  Dillon's  Munic.  Corp.,  §273.  It  is  true  that  the  charter  con- 
fers upon  the  Common  Council  power  to  abate  nuisance,  and  it  is  also  true 
that  a  bawdy  house  is  per  se  a  nuisance,  but  it  is  not  the  building  which  con- 
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stitutes  the  nuisance  but  the  unlawful  things  done  in  it.    (See  the  case  of 
Miller  v.  Burch,  6  Am.  Rep.  242.) 

I  think  that  in  the  enactment  of  the  ordinance  quoted  the  Common  Coun- 
cil have  exercised  their  full  powers  in  regard  to  the  extent  of  punishment  to 
be  inflicted. 

The  only  change  necessary  in  the  existing  ordinance,  (this  suggestion  I  sub- 
mit with  deference,)  would  be  to  re-enact  substantially  a  section  which  was 
contained  in  the  city  ordinances  for  about  twenty  years,  and  was  repealed 
by  the  ordinance  of  1868.  The  section  to  which  I  refer,  is  that  denning  an 
unlawful  assembly,  and  which  will  be  found  in  all  the  revisions  from  1853 
until  1869.  I  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  form  of  an  ordinance  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  Sec.  4  of  the  revision  of  1853,  and  subsequent  revisions 
down  to  1869. 

The  ordinance  now  in  force  applies  to  these  classes: 

1st.     The  wandering  prostitute, 

2d.     The  associates  of  prostitutes. 

3d.     Keepers  of  houses  of  ill-fame. 

4th.    Persons  who  rent  houses  to  be  used  as  houses  of  ill-fame. 

5th.     Occupants  of  houses  of  ill-fame. 

6th.    Visitors  at  houses  of  ill-fame. 

7th.     Eesidents  of  houses  of  ill-fame. 

The  first  section  of  the  ordinance  applies  to  prostitutes  found  wandering: 
about  the  city,  and  to  those  found  guilty  of  improper  conduct  in  a  public 
place.  This  section  is  as  broad  perhaps  as  the  Council  have  power  to  make. 
It  was  held,  and  I  think  rightly,  by  a  former  Mayor  and  an  excellent  lawyer, 
Hon.  John  Caven,  that  things  of  the  nature  mentioned  in  this  section,  trans- 
piring in  a  private  place,  could  not  be  punished.  This  principle  does  not  of 
course  apply  to  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  its  keepers,  its  occupants  or  visitors,  be- 
cause such  a  house  is  per  se  unlawful. 

It  will  be  found  upon  examination,  that  our  present  ordinance  is  stringent 
and  explicit,  and  the  power  of  punishment  fully  exercised.  As  I  have 
already  suggested,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  only  thing  that  can  be  done  in 
changing  the  ordinance  will  be  to  enact  an  independent  ordinance  resem- 
bling in  its  general  features  that  herewith  submitted.  The  difficulty  lies  not 
so  much  in  the  provisions — as  is  indeed  true  of  most  cases — of  this- law  as  in. 
its  enforcement.  The  authority  to  enter  a  house  without  a  warrant  can  not 
be  conferred  by  the  Common  Council,  nor  exercised  by  a  police  officer,  un- 
less at  the  time  there  is  some  riotous  or  violent  transaction  occurring  in  the 
view  or  hearing  of  the  officer.  The  right  to  enter  a  house  and  arrest  must, 
in  general,  be  authorized  by  a  warrant  issued  from  the  proper  judicial  tribu- 
nal. The  Common  Council  can  not  authorize  an  arrest  without  judicial  pro- 
cess, except  in  certain  specified  cases.  The  29th  subdivision  of  Sec.  53  of  the 
charter  provides,  that  the  Council  may  invest  market  masters  with  power 
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"  to  make  arrests  for  the  violation  of  city  ordinances  in  their  view,  and  to 
make  councilmen,  and  all  other  city  officers  conservators  of  the  peace,  within 
the  city,  with  power  to  arrest  in  like  manner."  A  very  similar  provision 
concerning  the  duties  of  marshal  will  be  found  in  Sec.  29. 

I  think,  therefore,  that  the   ordinances  upon   the  subject  of  arrests  are  as 
strong  as  the  organic  law  will  warrant.

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By  consent,  Mr.  Bigham,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Alleys,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  June  2,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  papers,  have  examined  the  same  and  would  respectfully  report  as 
follows,  to. wit: 

FIRST. 

A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  committee,  signed  by  Andrew  Wal- 
lace, William  Dell  and  others,  against  improving  the  south  sidewalk  on 
Maryland  street  from  Alabama  street  to  Virginia  avenue,  and  as  the  contract 
for  said  work  has  been  let,  there  is  now  no  way  by  which  said  work  can  be 
postponed,  and  we  herewith  report  back  the  remonstrance. 

SECOND. 

A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us,  signed  by  John  H.  Ohr  and  Charles 
Hasson,  asking  that  an  extra  amount  be  allowed  them  for  damages  sustained 
by  them  in  widening  their  sidewalks  on  the  west  side  of  north  Meridian  st, 
between  St.  Clair  and  Pratt  st.  As  said  damages  and  benefits  were  assessed 
by  the  City  Commissioners  and  their  report  adopted  by  the  Council,  it  would 
be  establishing  a  very  bad  precedent  to  make  parties  extra  allowances  in 
such  cases,  we  therefore  herewith  return  the  petition  and  recommend  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 

THIRD. 

A  petition  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  from  Julius  Quiesser  and 

others,  property  owners  on  Virginia  avenue,  asking  that  more  stone  crossings 

be  put  down  on  said  avenue.    As  your  committee  have  made  an  examination 

of  said  ave.  and  find  that  there  is  as  many  down  now  as  should  be  down,  we 

herewith  report  back  said  petition  and  recommend  that  the  prayer  be  not 

granted. 

FOURTH. 

A  remonstance  was  also  referred,  signed  by  Charles  Dehne,  Eugene  Ren- 
nard  and  others,  remonstrating  against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for  grad- 
ing, bowlder  hag,  curbing  and  paving  with  brick  the  sidewalks  on  Liberty  st. 
from  Washington  to  Meek  street.  As  said  street  is  in  a  very  good  condition, 
we  would  recommend  that  the  bowldering  of  the  street  be  dispensed  with, 
but  that  the  outside  edges  of  the  sidewalks  be  curbed  with  stone,  and  the 
sidewalks  paved  with  brick.  As  the  property  holders  do  not  object  to  the 
last  named  improvement,  we  would  recommend  that  the  old  ordinance  in- 
troduced be  stricken  from  the  files,  and  in  lieu  thereof  report  the  following 
ordinance : 
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An  ordinance  to  grade  and  pave  with  brick,  bowlder  the  gutters  and  curb 
with  stone  the  sidewalks  on  Liberty  street,  from  Washington  to  Meek  st. 

FIFTH. 

A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  to  your  committee,  signed  by  Samuel 
Merrill  and  17  others,  remonstrating  against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to 
pave  with  brick  the  sidewalks  of  Merrill  street  from  Delaware  to  East  street. 
We  would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  remonstrants  be  granted,  and 
that  the  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  files. 

SIXTH. 

A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  com.,  signed  by  Phelix  Meiullard,  Pe- 
ter Schwartz  and  others,  against  the  improvement  of  the  alley  east  of  Win. 
ston  street,  between  the  Bellefontaine  railroad  and  Winston  street.  Your 
committee  believing  said  improvement  should  be  made,  herewith  return  the 
remonstrance  and  recommend  that  said  improvement  be  made. 

SEVENTH. 

A  communication  was  referred  to  your  committee,  signed  by  F.  A.  Lehr, 
Moses  McLain  and  others,  property  holders  on  Cypress  street,  in  the  south- 
east addition  of  the  city,  stating  that  Henry  C.  Rosebrook  and  Green  Wright, 
the  owners  of  lots  4  and  5,  in  square  14,  etc.,  had  dug  the  clay  out  of  part  of 
what  is  belonging  to  said  street.  We  would  recommend  that  the  said  com- 
munication be  referred  to  the  City  Assessor  to  report  whether  said  Cypress 
street  is  within  the  city  limits. 

EIGHTH. 

A  petition  was  referred  to  your  committee,  signed  by  Anton  Banka,  Frede- 
rick Gunsberg  and  others,  asking  that  Rockwood  street  from  East  to  Noble 
street  be  improve  by  grading  and  graveling  the  street,  and  paving  the  side- 
walks with  brick,  and  also  to  open  said  street  from  East  to  Noble  street. 

Your  committee  would  recommed  that  said  street  be  opened  from  East  to 
Noble  st.  before  any  ordinance  is  passed  for  the  improvement  of  the  same. 

NINTH. 

A  motion  was  referred  to  your  committee  granting  D.  Muzman  the  privi- 
lege of  grading  the  alley  in  front  of  his  property.  Your  committee  would 
report  that  if  said  alley  needs  improving,  that  an  ordinance  be  introduced 
for  that  purpose,  and  that  the  motion  be  not  adopted. 

TENTH. 

A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  committee,  signed  by  F.  G.  White  and 
others,  property  holders,  remonstrating  against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
for  grading  and  paving  with  brick  the  sidewalks  on  Huron  street  from  Noble 
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to  Dillon  street.  As  said  sidewalks  are  in  pretty  good  condition,  we  herewith 
report  back  the  remonstrance  and  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  stricken 
from  the  fi^es. 

ELEVENTH. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  held  on  the  21st  day  of 
April,  1873,  the  following  motion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Alleys: 

"There  are  some  six  or  eight  streets  in  the  city  where  two  are  of  the  same 
name,  and  would  recommend  that  some  committee  be  authorized  to  change 
the  names  of  the  duplicates." 

In  pursuance  of  said  motion,  your  committee  would  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing: East  Grant  street  to  be  named  hereafter  Leota  street.  Lindon  st, 
from  Huron  street  south-east  of  Dillon  street,  to  be  called  Mitchell  street. 
Nebraska  street  from  Mayhew  street  north  of  First  street  and  west  of  the 
Michigan  road,  to  be  called  Morton  street.  Patterson  street  from  Sixth  to 
Seventh  street,  first  street  west  of  Mississippi  street,  to  be  called  Gibson  st. 
Sharpe  street  from  Oriental  street  east,  first  street  south  of  Washington  st, 
to  be  called  Alaska  street. 

TWELFTH. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  John  Carlisle,  asking  the  Council  to  pass 
an  ordinance  to  grade  and  gravel  from  curb  to  curb  West  street  from  Wash- 
ington to  Market  street.  We  would  recommend  that  the  above  petition  be 
referred  to  the  Councilmen  from  the  Fourth  Ward. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  ordinanc  now  pending  for  the  im- 
provement of  Potomac  alley  or  street,  from  Mississippi  to  California  street, 
be  passed. 

THIRTEENTH. 

A  communication  was  referred  to  your  committee  from  John  Sutherland, 
Thomas  Dowling  and  Alexander  Herron,  members  of  the  committee  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  accompanied  by  resolutions  adopted  by  said 
State  Board,  February  27,  1873,  which  are  follows,  to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis  be  respectfully  requested 
to  take  such  steps  as  will  improve,  open  and  declare  as  a  public  street  what  is 
known  as  the  Fort  Wayne  Koad,  this  being  one  of  the  principal  avenues 
pointing  to  the  Fair  and  Exposition  grounds,  and  is  essential  to  its  success.

Indianapolis,  June  9,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Chief  Fire  Engineer  would  most  respectfully  report  the 
condition  of  your  Steam  Fire  Engines. 

Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  1,  stationed  on  Indiana  avenue,  is  in  bad  condition 
and  not  reliable,  and  will  need  a  new  boiler  and  a  general  overhauling  of  her 
engine  and  pumps. 

I  have  received  a  proposition  from  the  Silsby  Manufacturing  Company 
stating  they  will  make  all  necessary  repairs  to  this  engine,  putting  in  a  new 
boiler  and  making  the  engine  as  good  as  one  of  their  best  and  latest  improved 
engines,  adding  all  of  the  latest  improvements,  for  the  sum  of  $2,500,  and 
have  the  work  done  in  sixty  days.  Their  proposition  is  herewith  submitted, 
and  I  would  recommend  that  the  work  be  done. 

I  would  further  state  that  Engine  No.  3,  on  Virginia  avenue,  will  need 
similar  repairs  as  the  one  above,  but  is  not  in  as  bad  condition  as  Engine  No. 
1.  Engine  No.  2,  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  will  need  some  little  alteration 
in  having  a  plate  for  engine  and  pump  to  rest  on  so  as  to  prevent  the  same- 
from  getting  out  of  line.     The  engine  is  otherwise  in  good  order. 

Engine  No.  4,  on  South  Illinois  street,  is  in  good  condition. 

Hose— I  would  state  that  the  hose,  with  the  exception  of  those  used  by 
Company  No.  1,  and  300  feet  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  6,  are  all  in  good 
condition.    These  Companies  will  have  a  new  supply  as  soon  as  the  hose  which 
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you  have  ordered  arrives,  and  when  all  the  companies  are  thus  supplied  we 
will  have  about  700  feet  left  on  hand. 

Allow  me  at  this  time  to  ask  for  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  to  the 
Chief  Fire  Engineer,  believing  that  you  are  all  fully  aware  of  the  necessity 
for  an  additional  offioer  to  the  Fire  Department.  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary 
to  explain  to  you  the  need  for  the  appointment  of  such  officer. 

I  would  further  ask  the  appointment  of  two  additional  men  for  the  Hook 
and  Ladder  wagon,  one  of  them  to  act,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Hook  and! 
Ladder  men,  as  an  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph. 

I  would  state  in  this  connection,  that  it  is  very  neccessary  to  have  som© 
additional  men  to  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Wagon,  that  there  are  but  two  men 
comprising  this  Company  at  present,  that  ladders  are  required  at  almost  every 
fire,  and  that  we  ought  to  have  men  to  bring  them  from  the  wagon  and  raise 
them.  One  of  these  men  should  assist  the  Superindent  of  Fire  Alarm,  who 
needs  help  almost  every  day,  and  in  case  of  sickness  of  the  Superintendent 
could  take  charge  of,  and  keep  Telegraph  in  order. 

I  further  ask  for  the  purchase  of  a  horse  and  spring  wagon  for  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Fire  Alarm,  there  being  over  sixty  miles  of  wire  to  look  after,  and 
with  our  present  amount  of  new  buildings  going  up,  and  the  moving  of 
houses,  it  keeps  constant  watching  to  keep  the  lines  out  of  the  way  of  im- 
provements. 

I  would  further  ask  for  the  appointment  of  a  night  watchman  at  the  New 
Headquarters  of  the  Fire  Department,  believing  that  the  cost  of  this  house, 
with  our  Telegraph  Battery  and  machinery  stationed  at  the  same,  requires 
some  one  to  watch  over  when  the  men  are  all  out  at  fires  and  the  house  left 
open. 

I  would  further  ask  most  urgently  the  purchase  of  a  new  and  additional 
Steam  Fire  Engine  to  be  located  in  the  north  part  of  the  city.  This  purchase 
ought  to  be  made  at  once,  so  that  we  could  use  said  engine  while  the  other 
two  are  getting  repaired. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  scarcity  of  water  near  and  north  of  the 
Sewing  Machine  Factory.  The  Committee  on  Fire  Department  have  recom- 
mended several  cisterns  to  be  built  in  this  locality,  but  the  contractors  have 
failed  to  bid  on  the  same,  saying  that  it  is  impossible  to  build  cisterns  in  this 
locality  on  account  of  the  water  standing  too  high.  I  still  think  that  large 
wells  could  be  made,  at  about  the  same  expense  as  a  cistern,  which  would 
answer  the  purpose.  If  in  your  opinion  the  wells  should  not  be  sufficient,  1 
would  recommend  the  laying  of  a  water  pipe  on  Tinker  street  connecting 
with  the  mains  on  Illinois  street,  thence  running  east  and  connect  with  the 
mains  on  Massachusetts  avenue.

Gentlemen: — Upon  examining  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  at  its  meet- 
ing on  Monday  evening  last,  as  reported  in  the  papers,  we  see  that  a  petition 
has  been  presented  to  the  Council  to  widen  New  Jersey  street  from  Home 
avenue  to  Tinker  street,  to  the  additional  width  of  fifteen  feet. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  we  are  opposed  to  this  movement,  and  sug- 
gest as  our  objections  in  part: 
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1st.  That  the  street  is  a  short  private  street,  only  extending  from  St 
Mary's  street  to  the  State  Fair  Grounds,  and  must  of  necessity  ever  be  used 
for  private  residences  only.  That  it  has  been  laid  out  from  St.  Mary's  street 
north,  to  the  lands  of  Gen.  T.  A.  Morris,  fifty  feet  wide,  and  built  on  with  a 
view  to  that  width.  That  from  Tinker  street  to  Home  avenue,  it  has  been 
laid  out  the  same  width,  fifty  feet,  and  built  on  to  some  extent  with  a  view 
to  that  width  only.  That  said  street  has  not  been  laid  out  through  the  lands 
of  Gen.  Morris,  but  if  laid  out  through  his  land,  fifty  feet  wide,  it  will  come 
very  close,  say  ten  or  fifteen  feet  only  from  his  residence,  quite  near  enough. 

2d.  Owing  to  the  peculiar  lay  of  the  land,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
same  has  been  subdivided,  the  lots  with  the  street  fifty  feet  wide,  are  only 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length. 

3d.  The  street  north  of  Tinker  is  not  sixty  five  feet  wide,  hence,  this  srtip 
between  Home  avenue  and  Tinker  street,  would  be  unlike  any  other  portion, 
and  would,  in  fact,  materially  damage  the  property  along  its  line. 

Wherefore,  we  object  to  any  change  in  the  width  of  the  street,  and  ask  that 
these  objections  may  be  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Council  by  you. 

We  also  respectfully  submit,  that  there  is  no  present  necessity  of  grading 
and  graveling  said  street  from  Home  avenue  to  the  Fair  Grounds,  and  sub- 
mit as  our  reasons: 

1st.  That  that  part  of  the  street  has  but  now  three  buildings  upon  it,  and 
is  not  likely  during  the  present  year  to  have  more. 

2d.  We  are  advised  that  during  the  next  spring,  Gen.  Morris  will  lay  out 
the  street  through  his  grounds,  thus  completing  its  entire  length  from  St. 
Mary's  street  to  the  Fair  Grounds,  by  which  the  whole  can  be  improved  at 
once,  and  to  better  advantage  than  in  detached  parcels,  as  now  proposed. 
When  this  can  be  done  we  will  cheerfully  join  in  procuring  the  proper  im- 
provements to  be  made,  but  at  present,  doing  the  present  proposed  improve- 
ment— unwise  and  unnecessary,  if  not  absolutely  injurious, — we  respectfully 
object  to  its  being  ordered,  and  request  that  this,  our  objection,  may  be  re- 
spectfully submitted  to  the  Council.

I  think  it  will  be  necessary  be- 
fore long,  in  order  to  secure  good  drainage  in  the  northern  portion  of  the 
city,  to  Steepen  the  ditch  from  three  to  five  feet.  If  this  is  done  the  culvert, 
if  built  as  proposed,  will  be  useless. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  Council  the  propriety  of  straightening  and  deepen- 
ing the  ditch  from  Fall  Creek  to  Alabama  street,  and  then  building  the  cul- 
vert at  that  point  of  sufficient  size,  and  at  a  sufficient  depth  to  answer  for  the 
future. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  the  culverts  and 
catch-basins  are  very  much  obstructed  by  the  litter  which  is  thrown  into  the 
streets  and  alleys  and  carried  down  by  the  water  when  it  rains.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  involved  in  the  reference  of 
the  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  South  street,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  questions  involved  are  these . 

1.  Is  a  contractor  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  bound  to  restore  a  street 
into  which  he  digs  to  the  same  condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  time  of  en- 
tering upon  the  work  ? 

2.  When  a  street  because  of  the  failure  of  the  contractor  to  restore  it  to 
its  former  condition,  requires  to  be  improved,  can  the  Common  Council  order 
it  done  at  the  expense  of  the  property  owners  ? 

The  first  question  is  entirely  free  from  difficulty.  The  contractor  is  bound 
to  restore  the  surface  of  the  street  to  the  condition  in  which  it  was  when  he 
entered  upon  his  work.  This  is  implied  in  his  contract.  No  contract  should 
be  considered  performed,  and  no  estimate  awarded  until  the  street  has  been 
placed  as  near  as  practicable  in  the  condition  in  which  contractors  found  it. 
The  authorities  hold  that  the  power  to  order  street  improvements  is  a  con- 
tinuing one,  to  be  exercised  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Common 
Council  it  may  be  proper.  Under  this  general  rule  I  think,  therefore,  that 
the  Common  Council  may  order  the  street  improved  at  the  expense  of  the 
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property  owner.  In  no  case,  however,  is  the  Council  bound  to  improve  streets 
at  the  expense  of  the  property  owners,  although  that  has  been  the  uniform 
method.  The  Council  may,  to  use  the  language  of  the  charter,  "  cause  all 
the  expense  to  be  assessed  and  collected,  as  herein  provided,  when  petition 
is  made,  or  if  it  is  deemed  just  and  right  by  the  Common  Council,  to  cause 
any  such  expenses,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  reve- 
nue of  the  city."  In  other  words,  the  Council  may  improve  the  streets  at 
the  cost  of  the  adjacent  property  owners,  or  at  the  cost  of  the  city,  as  they 
may  deem  proper.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  City  Commissioners  have  acted  upon  the  mat- 
ter of  widening  the  first  alley  running  east  and  west  through  square  80,  south 
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of  Pogue's  Run,  by  taking  five  feet  for  public  use  off  the  north  side  of  lots  4 
and  25  in  said  square,  together  with  the  improvements  thereon;  and  after 
due  consideration  of  the  damages  and  benefits  sustained  by  the  several  prop- 
erty holders  from  said  improvements,  we  submit  the  following  schedule 
thereof:

FIRST.

its  extension,  and  the  aggregate  amounts  of  benefits  on  the  whole 
addition  should  almost  equal  the  damages  for  the  ground  taken. 
Yet,  as  her  lots  are  laid  off,  we  (under  the  City  Attorney's  deci- 
sion,) only  tax  three  of  them,  being  those  lying  alongside  the 
the  new  street.  If  we  put  the  whole  amount  of  benefit  on  the  three 
lots,  the  tax  will  seem  excessive,  and  if  we  tax  them  only  their  rela- 
tive shares,  the  amount  will  be  too  little.  The  amounts  we  put  on 
Mrs.  Wright's  lots,  and  on  the  strips  on  the  south  side  of  the  new 
street,  are  perhaps  in  excess  of  the  relative  shares  on  them,  but  they 
are  thus  assessed  with  Mrs.  Wright's  consent. 

A  strip  8  feet  wide  is  left  to  Mrs.  Wright  on  the  south  side  of  the 
new  street.  This  strip  will  be  valuable  to  the  parties  adjoining  it  on 
the  south,  and  if  owned  by  them,  could  be  taxed  with  its  full  half  of 
the  benefits  from  opening  the  new  street ;  but  while  owned  by  Mrs. 
Wright,  it  looks  like  an  enormous  tax  to  put  a  fair  portion  of  the 
benefits  it  ought  to  bear,  upon  it.  The  same  considerations  that 
apply  to  Mrs.  Wright,  properly  apply,  in  a  greater  degree,  to  the 
lots  in  the  square  between  Blake  and  Minerva  Streets,  and  the  diffi- 
culties encountered  are  still  more  puzzling. 

We  have  made  the  best  assessment  we  could  in  the  case,  and  submit 
the  following  schedule  of  damages  and  benefits  : 

The  total  amount  of  damages  for  land  taken  for  said  street,  we  es- 
timate at  $8,300.00. 

The  total  benefits  to  the  adjoining  property  and  property -holders, 
we  estimate  at  $4,230.00. 

The  benefits  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  we  estimate  at  $1,200.00. 
The  following  schedule  gives  the  owners  of  the  lots,  and  the  sev- 
eral amounts  assessed  against  each.

ORDINANCES    ON    SECOND   READING. 

General  Ordinance  No.  10,  1873,  entitled  : 

An  Ordinance  relative  to  a  pest  house,  and  prescribing  regulations 
for  the  government  thereof. 

Was  read  the  second  time,  when  Mr.  Kahn  offered  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  as  a  substitute  to  Section  1 : 

Section  1.  Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  the  general  superintendence  and  management  of 
the  institution  heretofore  known  as  the  Pest  House,  shall  be  vested 
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in  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  City  Hospital ;  and  that  such  insti- 
tution shall  hereafter  be  known  as,  and  called  the  "Hospital  for 
Contagious  Diseases."  That  such  Board  of  Directors  shall  have 
power  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  'proper  man- 
agement thereof,  and  shall  place  the  said  institution  in  charge  of  a 
skillful  and  competent  physician,  being  the  same  as  that  by  them 
chosen  as  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital.  That  such  physician 
shall  receive  for  his  services  as  physician  of  such  "Hospital  for  Con- 
tagious Diseases  "  an  annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, to  be  paid  as  the  salaries  of  other  city  officers.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  physician  to  give  careful  and  proper  personal  attention 
to  such  institution,  to  see  that  proper  medicine  is  duly  administered 
to  patients,  and  that  the  nurses  properly  and  faithfully  discharge 
their  duties ;  that  the  building  and  grounds  be  kept  clean,  and  in  all 
respects  in  proper  condition,  and  that  the  patients  be  regularly  sup- 
plied with  suitable  food,  proper  in  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 

Which  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  ordinance  as  amended  was  then  ordered  engrossed. 

General  Ordinance  No.  48,  1872,  entitled : 

An  Ordinance  establishing  public  stands  for  licensed  hacks,  carri- 
ages, express  wagons,  etc. 

Was  read  the  second  time. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  as  a  substitute 
to  Section  1. 

Moved,  That  public  hacks,  express  wagons  and  drays  be  allowed 
to  stand  on  any  public  street  in  the  city. 

Which  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

The  Ordinance  was  then  ordered  engrossed. 
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General  Ordinance  No.  27,  1873,  entitled : 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  Standing  Commit- 
tees, and  to  repeal  part  of  Sec.  2  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordi- 
nance prescribing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
City  Council,  its  officers,  and  officers  connected  with  the  City  gov- 
ernment." 

Was  read  the  second  time  and  stricken  from  the  files. 

General  Ordinance  ~No.  35, 1873,  entitled : 
An  Ordinance  to  prevent  forestalling. 

Was  read  the  second  time  and  stricken  from  the  files. 

General  Ordinance  No.  34,  1873,  entitled : 

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  hereto- 
fore passed  in  relation  to  slaughter  houses,"  passed  March  4,  1872, 
and  to  repeal  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  prohibit  the 
erection  and  operation  of  slaughter  houses  within  certain  lim- 
its," passed  May  5,  1873. 

Was  read  the  second  time. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  to  amend  the  ordinance  by  substituting 
the  following  for  Section  1. 

Amend  section  one  of  the  ordinance  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
ordaining  clause  and  inserting  the  following  : 

"That  all  parts  of  the  above  entitled  ordinance  which  may,  in  any 
manner,  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  erection,  repairing  or  maintain- 
ing of  any  large  hog  killing  or  packing  house  on  or  near  White 
River,  or  which  requires  the  passage,  before  doing  business,  of  any

tained or  repaired,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 


Mr.  Gibson  presented  the  following  resolutions : 


Indianapolis,  June  23,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — At  a  meeting  of  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Fourth  Ward,  in  this  city,  on  Saturday  evening  last,  and  which 
meeting  was  had  for  the  purpose  of  taking  some  concerted  action 
against  the  longer  continuance  of  the  "  Landers  slaughter  house 
nuisance,  which  for  a  number  of  years  has  existed,  and  yet  exists 
upon  Blake  street,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  re- 
ported and  unanimously  adopted ;  and  were  designed  by  the  citizens 
there  assembled  as  a  partial  expression  to  your  honorable  body,  of 
our  indignation  at  the  unfair  and  dishonorable  means  which  have 
been  resorted  to  to  secure  the  continual  and  perpetual  infliction  of 
this  wrong  upon  us ;  and  to  this  end  the  repeal  of  the  existing  ordi- 
nance, under  which  we  are  yet  hoping  and  looking  for  relief.  The 
resolutions  we  submit  to  your  candid  consideration,  and  to  our  griev- 
ances and  our  interests,  as  well  as  the  interests,  and  especially  the 
healthfulness  of  the  residents  of  all  parts  of  the  city,  we  ask  your 
thoughtful  attention. 

"Whereas.  During  a  period  of  twenty  years  the  citizens  of  the 
West  End  have  bought  and  improved  property  with  the  understand- 
ing and  annual  promise,  that  the  slaughter  house  on  Blake  street  and 
GeisendorfFs  race  should  cease  operations  "  the  next  season  ;  "  and 

Whereas,  Each  successive  season  these  promises  have  been  vio- 
lated to  the  injury  of  the  health  and  property  of  our  citizens,  and 
this  slaughter  house  has  at  all  times  during  this  long  period,  been  a 
stench  and  an  intolerable  nuisance,  only  permitted  to  exist  by  reason 
of  the  prospect  of  its  early  removal ;  and 
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Whereas,  Efforts  are  now  being  made  in  the  interests  of  a  single 
individual  to  induce  the  City  Council  to  repeal  the  ordinance  forbid- 
ding the  repair  and  rebuilding  of  this  nuisance,  thereby  injuring  the 
whole  community  to  promote  the  good  of  one  man;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  demand  of  the  City  Council  that  the  ordinance 
protecting  our  rights,  health  and  property  shall  not  be  repealed,  but 
enforced  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Resolved,  That  no  slaughter  house  or  other  offensive  or  injurious 
occupation  should  be  tolerated  which  discharges  its  impurities  into 
either  the  waters  of  Fall  Creek  or  White  Eiver  above  the  Water 
Works,  thereby  corrupting  the  source  of  the  water  supply  of  the 
city  and  endangering  the  public  health. 

Resolved,  That  to  breathe  pure  air  is  the  natural  right  of  every 
human  being,  older  and  more  sacred  than  any  laws  or  constitutions, 
and  cannot  be  abridged  by  either. 

Resolved,  That  slaughter  houses  are  a  nuisance  in  themselves,  and 
cannot  be  otherwise,  is  so  declared  by  the  common  law  (which  is  the 
basis  of  all  civil  law)  by  the  decisions  of  all  the  courts  of  the  United 
States  and  England  from  the  beginning  of  their  governments  to  the 
present  moment. 

Resolved,  That  the  statutes  of  Indiana,  in  the  following  plain  and 
emphatic  language,  (see  page  50,  section  53,  clause  11,  charter  of  the 
city  of  Indianapolis)  :  "  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to 
enforce  ordinances ;  to  direct  the  location  of  '  slaughter  houses  and 
to  regulate  the  same,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  jurisdiction  for 
two  miles  in  all  directions  from  the  city  limits,'  "  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  Common  Council  to  so  locate  and  regulate  slaughter  houses  that 
they  will  annoy  the  fewest  number  of  people. 

Resolved,  That  to  repeal  all  ordinances  governing  the  location  of 
slaughter  houses  would  result  in  making  uncomfortable  and  un- 
healthy, and  almost  uninhabitable,  thousands  of  houses  of  tens  of 
thousands  of  our  people;  would  depreciate  residence  property  mil- 
lions of  dollars ;  would  corrupt  the  waters  of  White  River  and  Fall 
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Creek  as  they  pass  around  and  through  the  city ;  would  poison  the 
water  in  the  well  of  the  Water  Works  Company,  which  is  supplied 
by  filtration  from  the  river;  would  bring  disease  and  death  to  hun- 
dreds of  families  where  health  and  happiness  are  now  uninter- 
rupted. 

Resolved1  That  there  is  ample  room  and  every  natural  convenience 
for  slaughter  houses  of  any  desired  size  and  number  south  of  the 
Water  Works  on  White  Eiver,  where  five  large  ones  are  already  in 
operation  or  being  built,  that  section  of  the  city  being  already  appro- 
priated to  that  business.  We  demand  that  none  shall  ever  be 
erected  or  maintained  north  of  Maryland  Street,  or  the  Water  Works 
well. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  that  a  slaughter  house,  (which, 
when  in  operation,  requires  1,000  to  5,000  hogs  in  pens,)  can  beman- 
tained  inside  the  population  of  a  city  without  creating  a  nuisance,  is 
too  palpably  absurd  to  need  serious  contradiction. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  that  State  laws  and  courts  are 
sufficient  protection  against  nuisances,  is  in  effect  saying  that  after 
we  have  earned  our  homes  by  the  labor  of  a  large  portion  of  our 
lives,  that  we  may  spend  the  balance  of  our  lives  and  substances  in 
defending  them  by  law  suits  in  the  courts  against  any  mercenary 
persons  who  choose  to  invade  them  with  foul  stenches. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  that  to  confine  slaughter  houses  to 
proper  and  suitable  locations  to  protect  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
people,  is  in  anyway  a  restriction  on  trade  or  business  is  untrue  and 
absurd. 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  and  will  favor  and  uphold  all  branches  of 
industry  and  trade,  but  the  health  and  comfort  of  our  families  is 
above  and  beyond  all  money  or  price,  and  we  will  resist  by  all  lawful 
means  to  our  utmost,  all  invasions  of  the  same  by  the  foul,  unhealthy 
gases  arising  from  slaughter  houses  located  in  improper  places,  and 
we  confidently  expect  to  receive  the  full  and  unequivocal  protection 
of  our  Common  Council  in  our  plain  and  lawful  rights.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  who  are  now  building  packing  and 
slaughtering  houses  in  this  city,  and  expect  to  be  permanently  in  the 
business  of  pork  packing,  petition  your  honorable  body  to  repeal  all 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances,  that  require  a  petition  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  of  a  ward  before  a  permit  will  be  granted  for  the 
erection  of  a  slaughter  house  in  such  ward. 

That  being  done,  we  have  no  cause  of  complaint  in  the  ordi- 
nances as  they  now  stand.

Gentlemen — An  ordinance  has  passed  the  Council  for  grading  and 
graveling  Sanders  street.     This  street  has  no  connection  with  any 
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other  street  except  at  the  east  end,  and  a  portion  of  the  water  will 
have  to  be  drained  west,  where  there  is  no  outlet.  The  same  is  true 
also  of  Mayhew  street,  which  you  have  ordered  to  be  graded  and 
graveled. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  improvement  of  both  of  these  streets 
be  postponed  until  the  ground  in  the  neighborhood  is  subdivided  and 
some  outlet  is  furnished. 

The  ordinance  for  grading  and  graveling  Alabama  street  directs 
that  the  water  shall  be  drained  from  Home  avenue  to  the  State  ditch. 
This  will  make  it  necessary  to  change  the  grade  on  Tinker  street  on 
both  sides  of  Alabama,  for  which  no  provision  has  been  made.  You 
have  also  advertised  for  bids  to  grade  and  gravel  Ehode  Island 
street.  To  complete  the  drainage  of  this  street  it  will  be  necessary 
to  grade  Locke  street  from  Ehode  Island  to  Margaret  street.

Gentlemen — The  City  Commissioners  met  at  9  a.  m.,  June  23,  1873, 
at  the  City  Clerk's  office,  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  .Common  Coun- 
cil, passed  April  28,  1873,  and  to  notice  from  the  City  Clerk,  to  take 
action  on  the  petition  of  W.  Dehne,  and  others,  asking  the  opening 
of  Michigan  street,  60  feet  wide,  from  the  first  alley  east  of  Winston 
street,  to  connect  with  Michigan  street,  in  Davidson's  addition. 

After  hearing  the  statements  of  the  owners,  and  inspecting  the 
premises,  we  arrived  at  the  following  assessment  of  damages  and 
benefits. 

We  found  on  beginning  the  examination  of  the  case,  that  F.  M. 
Churchman  was  the  owner  of  a  strip  62  feet  wide,  from  the  east  end 
of  the  street  to  the  old  corporation  line,  and  that  Edward  King  was 
the  owner  of  the  ground  east  of  Churchman.  In  both  cases,  and  es- 
pecially in  Mr.  Churchman's,  the  ground  is  so  encumbered  with  the 
tracks  and  right  of  way  of  the  Railway  Company,  that  it  has  little  or 
no  value  outside  of  that  use,  either  to  Churchman  or  King,  or  any 
one  else.  While  so  far  as  the  Railway  Company  is  concerned,  it  had 
merely  the  right  to  lay  tracks  thereon,  and  pass  over  them.     If  the 
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street  be  opened  this  right  of  way  will  still  be  left  to  the  Eailway 
Company ;  and  even  if  it  be  interfered  with  to  some  extent  by  the 
right  of  way  the  city  will  acquire,  still  the  company  cannot  complain, 
for  it  interferes  so  greatly  with  the  public  right  of  way  on  other 
streets,  for  which  the  Company  paid  nothing,  that  the  account  is 
vastly  in  favor  of  the  city.  From  this  consideration,  and  the  further 
fact  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  assess  the  damages  to  their  right 
of  way,  (as  it  would  be  to  estimate  the  damages  the  road  does  at 
other  crossings,)  we  have  not  taken  the  right  of  way  into  account. 

We  find  the  total  damages  for  ground  taken  to  be  $550.00,  and  the 
total  benefits  to  be  $550.00.

Gentlemen — Several  weeks  ago  the  Council  directed  me  to  report 
the  best  method  of  draining  the  south-eastern  terminus  of  Virginia 
avenue,  also  East  street  from  the  donation  line  south. 

I  have  not  had  time  to  examine  these  places  as  I  would  wish,  and 
am  not  prepared  to  say  what  should  be  done  with  Virginia  avenue  ; 
but  as  for  East  street  I  would  recommend  that  a  covered  drain  be 
built,  commencing  in  the  low  ground  near  Downey  street  and  ex- 
tending far  enough  south  to  secure  an  outlet  on  the  surface,  which 
will  lead  into  Pleasant  Eun. 

A  culvert  should  be  built  under  the  C.  C.  C.  &  I  R.  R.  tracks  on 
Winston  street;  also  under  the  same  tracks  on  New  York  street. 
A  culvert  under  Junction  tracks  on  the  first  alley  east  of  East  street 
is  needed  badly ;  much  damage  was  caused  last  week  by  the  want  of 
one.

The  Gas  Inspector  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  July  7,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen — Much  of  the  month  of  June  was  devoted  to  experi- 
ments and  trials  to  determine  the  accuracy  of  the  apparatus  of  the 
Laboratory  and  to  make  such  corrections  in  its  workings  as  were 
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needed  to  secure  absolute  certainty  in  the  results  of  my  labors.  Con- 
trary to  our  previous  statement,  and  beyond  my  expectation,  the 
hourly  pressure  register  has  been  restored  to  good  working  order 
and  is  now  doing  service  very  correctly.  Several  minor  pieces  of 
apparatus  which  were  indispensable  in  the  work  assigned  to  me.  have 
been  made  entirely  new,  and  we  now  lack  nothing  in  the  Laboratory 
work  but  a  set  of  balances,  sufficiently  delicate  to  take  the  specific 
gravity  of  gas.  This,  however,  is  not  an  indispensable  necessity,  as 
the  same  information  can  be  obtained  with  equal  accuracy  in  another 
direction.  It  is  desirable  that  the  hourly  pressure  should  be  taken 
at  other  points  besides  this  office.  It  will  be  necessary  to  procure 
additional  register  clocks,  and  have  a  secure  room  for  each  instru- 
ment where  nobody  but  the  Inspector  can  have  access  to  them.  We 
herewith  submit  the  statement  of  pressure  as  indicated  for  the  last 
week  in  June,  and  hope  hereafter  to  be  able  to  present  the  table  for 
each  month  regularly. 

On  the  subject  of  pressure,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that  while 
there  is  a  pretty  wide  range  between  the  extremes  in  the  twenty-four 
hours,  yet  at  no  time  have  I  observed  the  pressure  to  remain  more 
than  a  few  minutes  below  the  point  of  economical  lighting.  The 
mean  pressure  for  the  hours  between  6  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.  is  a  little 
above  twenty -tenths,  which  is  equal  to  the  weight  of  a  column  of 
water  two  inches  high.  This  is  a  greater  pressure  than  is  demanded 
for  the  economical  use  of  gas,  and  the  expense  falls  on  private  con- 
sumers who  use  the  common  form  of  burners.  But  while  the  Gas 
Company  gain  by  the  additional  amount  of  gas  sold,  yet  their  loss 
by  the  waste  of  gas  in  the  street  lamps  more  than  cover  their  gaim 
To  maintain  a  uniform  pressure  at  the  burner,  is  at  once  the  most 
important  and  the  most  difficult  problem  in  gas  lighting. 

When  the  pressure  rises  much  above  twenty-tenths  there  is,  with 
the  common  form  of  burners,  great  danger  of  more  gas  escaping  than 
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consumed.  Many  efforts  have  been  made  to  remedy  this  defect  by 
introducing  a  self-regulating  governor  between  the  metre  and  the 
point  of  consumption,  and  some  of  these  give  flattering  promise  of 
success  when  the  device  is  perfected.  The  latest  of  these  is  the  Lon- 
don burner  by  Sugg.  I  have  very  thoroughly  tested  these  burners, 
and  find  that  substantially  the  same  amount  of  gas  is  transmitted 
under  every  pressure,  varying  from  five-tenths  up  to  forty.  This- 
would  especially  adapt  it  to  the  use  of  street  lamps  as  it  measures  the 
quantity  of  gas  consumed  nearly  as  accurately  as  it  could  be  measured 
by  a  metre.  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  substituting  these 
burners  for  those  now  in  use  in  the  street  as  fast  as  these  require 
replacing  with  new  burners.  They  can  be  obtained  at  a  cost  of 
-about  $6  per  dozen.  * 


At  the  close  of  the  month  of  June  I  made  a  personal  inspection  of 
3,11  the  street  lamps,  (1,730  in  number)  and  found  them  generally  in 
good  order.  A  few  needed  repairs,  which  were  immediately  made. 
The  late  storms,  however,  have  done  considerable  damage  to  the 
street  lamps,  but  repairs  are  now  in  progress  and  will,  in  a  few  days, 
restore  the  lighting  apparatus  of  the  city  to  a  good  condition.  The 
time  and  attention  required  to  keep  the  public  lamps  in  good  order, 
to  locate  new  lamps  as  ordered  by  the  Council  from  time  to  time,  and 
to  exercise  the  general  supervision  over  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
gas  furnished  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company, 
necessarily  requires  me  to  be  absent  from  my  office  much  of  my  time. 
This  works  great  inconvenience  to  persons  who  have  business  with 
the  office;  and  as  the  ordinance  requires  me  to  keep  a  register  of  all 
that  transpires  in  this  office  in  relation  to  quantity,  quality,  distribu- 
tion and  pressure  of  gas,  it  would  seem  to  contemplate  the  keeping 
the  office  oj>en  constantly  during  business  hours.  This  I  find  it 
impossible  to  do  without  neglecting  other  important  duties.  A  clerk, 
competent  to  keep  the  books  of  the  office  and  answer  all  inquiries, 
and  be  always  at  his  desk,  can  be  obtained  at  an  expense  of  some 
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$40  or  $50  per  month.     If  the  Council  can  suggest  any  better  remedy 
or  think  it  better  to  leave  the  matter  as  it  is,  be  it  so. 


The  quality  and  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  furnished  to  the 
city  for  the  month  has  been  altogether  satisfactory.  Our  photometer 
is  not  yet  in  such  a  condition  as  to  enable  me  to  report  accurately,  as 
I  would  desire,  the  actual  candle  power;  but  repairs  are  in  progress, 
which,  in  a  few  days,  will  enable  me  to  do  so. 

I  have  proved  and  registered  one  hundred  and  five  metres  for  the 
Indianapolis  Gras  Light  and  Coke  Company,  on  ninety-one  of  which 
I  have  placed  my  official  badge.  The  remaining  fourteen  being 
incorrect,  were  rejected  and  returned  to  the  Company.  On  the  sub- 
ject of  proving  meters  I  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of 
repealing  so  much  of  the  nineteenth  section  of  the  ordinance  crea- 
ting the  office  of  Gras  Inspector,  as  relates  to  the  contingent  fee  for 
inspecting,  proving  and  badging  metres  for  individual  consumers  of 
gas.  The  clause  serves  only  to  mislead  the  public  and  induce  them 
to  believe  there  is  a  contingent  source  of  income  to  this  office  besides 
the  salary,  which  is  not  the  case ;  for  while  the  contract  with  the 
Gras  Company  requires  the  city  to  prove  all  the  new  and  repaired 
metres  which  the  Company  may  wish  to  use,  it  is  not  likely  that  they 
will  ever  suffer  the  case  of  a  disputed  metre  to  be  settled  by  the 
Inspector.  Moreover,  if  the  city  inspects  metres  for  the  G-as  Com- 
pany without  a  charge,  1  see  no  reason  why  the  private  citizens 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  fee. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  month  we  make  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  metre  in  all  places  where  the  city  consumes  gas  by  measure.  We 
subjoin  the  following  table  showing  the  readings  of  the  metres  and 
the  amount  of  gas  consumed  at  each  place :

Gentlemen — The  City  Commissioners  met  at  the  City  Clerk's  office

"After  a  session  of  six  hours  last  night,  the  Council  adjourned  at 
midnight  without  a  single  job  done.  ]STo  severer  comment  could  be 
made  on  the  character  and  fitness  of  the  men  selected  to  do  the  city's, 
work  than  this  session.  Erom  first  to  last  it  was  simply  a  wrangle 
and  dodging,  each  member  suspicious  of  his  fellow,  and  few  who 
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were  not  openly  shfrking  the  plain  dictates  of  duty  and  law.  Meas- 
ures vitally  concerning  the  city's  health  were-  ignored,  or  disgrace- 
fully dodged,  and  a  by -play  of  fillibustering  kept  up  until  the  pa- 
tience of  the  few  working  members  was  exhausted.  While  the  open 
crying  public  business  was  thus  contemptuously  neglected,  the  by  no 
means  urgent  measure,  concerning  great  corporations/  was  taken  up 
and  rushed  through  with  suspicious  and  unseemly  haste.  The  Pork 
House  question  was  of  course  of  great  interest  to  a  few  citizens,  and 
was  properly  enough  brought  up  for  consideration,  but  the  manner 
and  method  of  that  consideration  have  a  bad  look,  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  questions  a  hundred  fold  more  vital  were  passed  by  un- 
touched. 

The  members  who  put  themselves  to  work  with  such  surprising 
alacrity  must  see  to  it  that  their  skirts  are  clear,  or  they  will  have  a 
chance  for  penance  before  the  people.  Scandalous  and  indecent  are 
feeble  terms  for  the  exhibition  of  last  night.  A  body  of  grown  men 
turning  the  Council  Chamber  into  the  noisy  and  senseless  brawl  of 
boys'  debating  society.  The  imperative  business  that  these  men  are 
paid  to  administer,  is  ignored  and  neglected.  Laws  for  the  regulation 
of  public  grievances  passed  in  crude  and  imperfect  shape,  and  a  ses- 
sion of  six  hours  wasted  in  a  wrangle,  which  would  disgrace  a  bar- 
room assemblage.  Such  men  are  unfit  to  represent  the  smallest  civic 
interest,  and  would  serve  the  city  more  satisfactorily  anywhere  else 
than  in  positions  of  honor  or  trust.  There  was  great  boast  made  not 
long  ago  that  the  majority  represented  the  sentiment  of  the  city.  If 
the  work  of  last  night  is  an  exponent  of  popular  sentiment  the  city 
would  find  its  best  representation  an  insane  asylum  or  penitentiary. 
"With  no  adequate  conception  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them, 
these  men  come  together,  wrangle  over  senseless  details,  pass  ordi- 
nances dictated  by  capitalists,  and  permit  the  public  business  to  hang 
suspended.  Men  who  will  openly  commit  such  offense  as  this  will  do 
worse,  and  it  behooves  the  people  to  closely  scrutinize  the  action  of 
the  men  who  week  after  week  leave  vital  public  measures  neglected.

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<:  The  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  were  dedicated  for  public  purpo- 
ses, and  I  do  not  think  the  Council  have  any  power  to  permit  them 
to  be  permanently  used  for  private  purposes.  Aug.  Highways, 
Green  v.  City  of  Portland,  Me.,  431.

"If  I  am  correct  in  this  conclusion,  then  the  provision  in  the  con- 
tract granting  the  right  to  permanently  occupy  the  alley  with  the 
stairway  is  void.  It  is  well  settled  that  municipal  corporations  can 
not  make  a  contract  which  will  embarrass  and  control  their  legisla- 
tive powers.

Whole  amount  paid  for  bowlders,  cinders,  sand,  lumber,  tools, 
hardware,  cement  pipe,  etc.,  two  thousand  thirty-eight  dollars  and 
eighty-one  cents,  (2,038.81.) 

My  intention  has  been  to  do  justice  to  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  I 
am  quite  sure  there  has  been  more  or  less  work  done  in  each  of  the 
wards,  but  the  recent  heavy  rains  have  made  a  large  amount  of  work 
not  anticipated  and  caused  discontent  with  some,  who  for  the  sake  of 
cheap  homes,  settled  in  swamps  or  low  lands,  and  were  not  protected 
against  the  flood,  because  of  the  unimproved  condition  of  the  streets. 
A  few  unfortunate  cases,  from  the  same  cause,  occurred  in  the  older 
part  of  the  city.  To  illustrate  I  will  mention  one  case:  A  man, 
keeping  boarding-house  in  one  of  the  oldest  brick  houses  in  the  city, 
was  flooded  to  the  depth  of  four  feet  in  his  back  yard,  and  at  dusk 
ran  to  the  Street  Commissioner  for  relief.     He  was  advised  to  go 
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home  and  sleep ;  that  probably  by  morning  the  water  would  subside, 
and  so  it  did,  and  the  boarding-house  still  goes  on.

Dear  Sir — I  have  examined  the  motion  directing  the  Committee  on 

Benevolence  and  Hospitals,  ofwhich  you   are  the  Chairman,  and  myself, 
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to  report  what  action  is  necessary  to  enable  the  Treasurer  to  pay  over 
money  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  and  submit 
for  your  consideration  the  following  opinion  : 

The  act  of  February  26,  1873,  provides  that  certain  fines  shall  be  paid 
over  to  "the  Board  of  Trustees  of  incorporated  Home  for  Friendless 
Women,"  and  directs  the  payment  by  the  Mayor.  The  report  required 
by  the  motion  is  readily  made ;  for  the  only  thing  needed  would  be  an 
ordinance  directing  the  payment  of  all  fines  collected  from  the  sources 
named,  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  act,  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Home  for  Friendless  Women.  The  requirements  of  the  motion  would 
be  met  by  reporting  that  an  ordinance  would  be  required,  directing  the 
payment  of  the  money  collected  from  the  violations  of  ordinances  pro- 
hibiting the  offenses  mentioned  in  the  act,  but  there  are  other  and  more 
difficult  questions  arising. 

First.  Had  the  Legislature  power  to  direct  that  fines  collected  by  a 
municipal  corporation  should  be  paid  to  a  certain  designated  corporation  ? 
Second.  What  corporation  is  the  money  to  be  paid  to? 
These  are  questions  of  considerable  difficulty. 

There  are  now,  as  I  am  notified,  two  claimants  for  the  funds,  and 
should  the  Council  pay  to  the  wrong  one,  doubtless  the  proper  one  could 
recover  from  the  city,  notwithstanding  the  payment.  The  act  does  not 
name  a  particular  corporation  but  provides  "that  in  all  incorporated 
cities  of  this  State,  where  there  is  now,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  established 
an  incorporated  home  for  friendless  women,  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  fines  assessed  for  certain  offenses  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  such  home  for  friendless  women  in  such  city,  to  be 
applied  to  defraying  the  current  expenses  of  such  home."  On  this 
statute  there  may  arise  these  questions : 

If  there  are  two  incorporated  homes  for  friendless  women,  to  which 
one  shall  the  money  be  paid  ? 

If  there  are  two,  shall  the  money  be  divided  pro  rata  P 
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I  think  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  the  law  very  questionable, 
and  I  confess  that  I  am  unable  to  reach  a  conclusion  as  to  the  construc- 
tion, to  be  put  upon  the  law,  satisfactory  to  myself.  It  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  better  to  let  an  action  be  brought,  and  the  city  file  wnat 
is  called  a  bill  of  interpleader,  and  let  the  court  determine  what  corpora- 
tion, if  either,  is  entitled  to  the  money.

According  to  the  rule  adopted,  in  this  city,  for  locating  street  lamps, 
a  post  and  lamp  should  be  placed  at  the  north-west  corner  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  Pearl  streets,  and  an  additional  lamp  is  due  on  the 
south-west  corner  of  Pearl  street  and  the  alley  between  Pennsylvania 
and  Meridian  streets.  The  projecting  signs  between  Meridian  and 
Illinois  streets,  which  now  seriously  obstruct  the  light,  should  be  re- 
moved. Lamps  on  posts  would  furnish  a  better  light  than  lamps  on 
brackets ;  as  the  walls,  now  so  near  the  lamps,  absorb  much  of  the 
light;  but  the  street  being  so  narrow,  it  is  a  question  whether  lamp 
posts  would  not  be  destroyed.

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Washington  street,  similar  to  the  one  built  over  said  canal  on  Mary- 
land street,  and  stating  that  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to 
make  a  sewer  in  said  street,  that  what  is  now  already  built  will  be 
useless  for  that  purpose,  as  the  arches  are  entirely  too  low.  Proposals 
have  already  been  submitted  for  said  arch/  across  Washington  street, 
but  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  build  a  public  sewer  in 
said  Missouri  street,  and  to  be  a  portion  of  the  public  sewers,  on  the 
sewerage  plan  adopted  by  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of 
Moses  Lane,  we  would  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Contracts 
be  directed  to  reject  the  proposals  submitted  for  building  the  arch  in 
Missouri  street,  at  the  crossing  of  Washington  street ;  but  in  case  the 
Council  do  not  intend  to  make  a  public  sewer  to  conform  to  the  gen- 
eral sewerage  plan,  we  see  no  reason  why  said  work  should  not  be 
awarded.

That  we  have  contracted  with  the  Silsby  Manufacturing  Company 
for  repairing  the  steam  fire  engine  No.  1. 

SECOND. 

We  would  recommend  the  building  of  a  new  house  for  hose  reel  on 
South  street  large  enough  to  contain  a  hook  and  ladder  truck,  and 
would  request  that  your  committee  be  instructed  to  procure  plans 
and  specifications  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  building.

The  City  of  Indianapolis  to  pay  freight  each 
way.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — I  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  deepening  and  arch- 
ing Pogue's  run  from  Market  street  to  the  river,  at  the  west  end  of 
Boot  street.  The  distance  was  not  measured  but  estimated  to  be 
9,300  feet,  to  cost,  including  catch  basins  and  manholes,  $40  per  lin- 
eal foot,  making  $372,000.  This  does  not  include  the  cost  of  the 
right  of  way.  The  estimate  contemplates  sinking  the  creek  ten  feet 
below  the  present  channel,  and  making  the  water  way  equal  to  the 
present  capacity  of  the  culverts  on  the  creek  with  the  addition  of 
space  equal  to  two  eight  feet  sewers. 

I  would  recommend  to  the  Council  that  the  right  of  way  be  pro- 
cured for  a  sewer  along  the  State  ditch,  straightening  the  ditch  as 
much  as  possible.  The  ground  drained  by  this  ditch  extends  several 
miles  north-east  of  the  city,  one  branch  of  the  drain  running  through 
and  east  of  Sangster  &  Harrison's  addition,  and  another  running 
near  the  west  end  of  the  same  addition.  Both  branches  could  be 
drained  for  the  present  through  the  State  ditch.  Some  time  here- 
after, when  the  improvements  require  it,  the  west  branch  could  be 
turned  into  Fall  Creek  at  Bruce's  Ford.  There  is  no  necessity  for 
either  one  of  these  sewers  being  built  at  present.  But  let  the  right 
of  way  be  obtained,  the  size  and  grade  of  sewer  be  established ;  then 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  cross  the  ditch  with  a  street,  a  section 
of  the  sewer  could  be  built  of  the  proper  size  and  grade.  This  sewer 
would  furnish  an  outlet  for  the  water  in  the  neighborhood  of  Hill 
avenue,  about  which  the  Council  desired  information. 

The  block  pavement  on  Brookside  avenue  is  about  completed.  The 
Council  by  a  resolution  adopted  March  3,  1873,  agreed  to  pay  the 
contractor  $2  80  per  lineal  foot  on  each  side,  across  all  public  streets 
and  alleys.  About  two  months  after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution 
some  lots  fronting  on  the  avenue  were  deeded  to  the  city  for  a  public 
park.  There  has  been  no  action  of  the  Council  as  far  as  I  know  in 
regard  to  paying  for  the  pavement  opposite  these  lots.  The  streets 
and  alley  crossings  amount  to  832  lineal  feet,  which  at  $2  80  per  foot, 
amounts  to  $2,329  60.  The  amount  opposite  the  park  is  880  lineal 
feet,  which  at  $2  80  per  foot  amounts  to  $2,464.

Indianapolis,  August  4,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen — In  the  month  just  closed  I  have  proved  for  the  Indi- 
anapolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.  55  old  metres  which  had  been 
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repaired,  and  84  new  ones.  Of  this  number  I  attached  my  badge  to 
134,  and  5  were  rejected  as  incorrect.  No  metres  were  tested  this 
month  for  private  parties  though  several  complaints  of  defective 
metres  were  made  at  this  office,  but  when  application  is  made  to  the 
G-as  Company  to  detach  the  metre  for  proving  they  very  promptly 
supply  its  place  with  a  metre  already  proved  and  badged. 

An  accurate  register  of  the  hourly  pressure  of  gas  at  this  office  is 
kept  and  open  for  inspection  here  at  all  times.  The  average  pres- 
sure for  the  hours  from  7  P.  m.  to  6  A.  m.  for  the  month  of  July  is 
21.70  tenths — that  is  a  pressure  which  will  sustain  a  column  of  water 
2.17  in.  height.  The  mean  pressure  for  each  hour  of  the  night  is  as 
follows  :  7  p.  m.,  27  tenths;  8  p.  m.,  24  tenths  ;  9  p.  m.,  20  tenths  ;  10 
p.  m.,  23  tenths;  11  p.  m.,  20  tenths;  12  p.  m.,  21  tenths.  1  A.  m.,  18 
tenths  ;  2  a.  m.,  18  tenths ;  3  a.  m.,  17  tenths;  4  A.  M.,  19  tenths;  5 
A.  m.,  19  tenths;  6  a.  m.,  20  tenths. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  is  at  7  P.  m.,  from  which  time 
it  gradually  declines  to  3  a.  m.,  at  which  hour  the  point  of  lowest 
pressure  is  reached.  This,  however,  is  sufficient  pressure  to  secure 
the  full  effect  of  lighting.  The  pressure  as  taken  at  several  points  in 
the  city  a  mile  from  the  gas  works,  at  an  hour  after  the  lighting  of 
the  public  lamps  gives  an  average  for  the  month  of  18.22  ;  showing 
that  the  distribution  of  gas  at  the  present  time  is  well  maintained. 

In  quality  the  gas  furnished  the  city  during  the  month  comes  fully 
up  to  the  legal  standard.  The  mean  of  ten  photometre  tests  of  the 
"  candle  power  "  made  in  this  month,  shows  an  illuminating  power 
nearly  equal  to  fourteen  candles,  (13.89).  I  must  say,  however,  that 
I  have  not  much  confidence  in  the  absolute  correctness  of  these  fig- 
ures. The  burner  used  in  our  photometer  is  a  metalic  Argand  burner 
which  has  been  long  in  use,  and  I  am  convinced  that  it  transmits 
more  gas  than  is  consumed,  which  loss  will  materially  reduce  the 
candle  power,  but  to  what  extent  we  have  no  means  of  accurately 
determining.  The  true  candle  power  is  probably  above  fifteen.  I 
have  sent  for  a  new  steatite  burner  of  the  Sugg  pattern,  by  which  I 
hope  to  remedy  this  defect  in  a  few  days. 

1  have  received  from  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.  by 
Messrs.  Kolb  &  Schulmeyer,  the  former  lamp  lighters,  the  following 
property  belonging  to  the  city,  to  wit :

This  property  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  J.  M.  Cooper,  the 
present  contractor  for  lighting  the  public  lamps.  As  there  were  no 
matches  on  hand  to  begin  work  with  I  purchased  43  boxes  to  supply 
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the  lighters  for  the  present.  Many  of  the  ladders  are  old  and  nearly 
worn  out,  and  some  of  them  are  so  broken  as  to  be  unfit  for  use.  An 
entirely  new  set  of  ladders  will  be  required  soon.  The  ordinance 
under  which  1  am  acting  makes  it  my  duty  to  purchase  the  materials 
used  in  the  lighting  and  repairs  of  the  public  lamps  under  the  order 
of  the  City  Council.  I  therefore  ask  the  City  Council  to  authorize 
me  to  purchase  for  the  use  of  the  city  lamplighters  the  following  sup- 
plies : 

5  packages  of  lamp  globes  (2  dozen  each.) 

25  lamp  frames  complete. 

5  boxes  of  glass. 

2  dozen  lamp  cocks. 

2  dozen  burners. 

2  dozen  ladders. 

5  boxes  matches  (3  gross,  small  in  each.) 

Much  of  this  material  will  be  required  within  the  next  ten  days. 
I  therefore  respectfully  solicit  the  prompt  action  of  the  Council  in 
this  matter.  In  a  former  report  I  urged  the  importance  of  substitut- 
ing for  the  burner  now  in  use  one  which  can  be  depended  on  for 
measuring  accurately  the  gas  consumed  in  the  public  lamps.  The 
contract  with  the  G-as  Company  requires  that  each  lamp  shall  con- 
sume four  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour  while  burning.  At  present  I 
have  no  means  of  determining  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the 
amount  consumed  per  hour,  and  even  if  all  the  lamps  were  supplied 
with  new  burners  properly  tested,  yet  if  the  metal  tips  are  used  they 
can  not  be  relied  upon  for  a  month,  A  self-regulating  burner  with  a 
lava,  or  steatite  tip  is  a  necessity  if  we  propose  to  measure  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  the  amount  of  gas  consumed  in  the  public  lamps. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Council  passed  on  the  28th 
of  July,  1  have  ordered  the  removal  and  relocation  of  two  lamp  posts 
on  West  "Washington  street  therein  named.  Also,  two  posts  on  North 
Tennessee  street,  near  Fifth,  were  by  the  proper  location  of  the  curb 
stone  placed  in  the  gutter.  I  ordered  them  removed  to  their  proper 
places  as  the  progress  of  the  improvement  on  that  street  would  not 
permit  me  to  await  the  action  of  the  Council  in  the  premises.  I  ask 
that  you  pass  an  order  confirming  this  action.

furnishing  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  such  nourishing  and  suitable 
food  for  the  sick  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  directed  by  the  physi- 
cian, and  more  substantial  diet  as  may  be  required  for  the  convales- 
cents, both  himself  and  wife  to  perform  the  duties  of  nurses  to  the 
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sick  when  such  work  is  needed,  and  also  to  do  the  washing  for  the 
institution.  In  consideration  for  such  service,  said  George  W.  Mears 
agrees  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  to  have 
paid  to  said  Eobert  Koeppen  at  the  end  of  each  month,  at  the  rate  of 
five  dollars  per  week  for  each  person  so  boarded  and  nursed  ;  to  per- 
mit him  to  occupy  the  three  north  rooms  of  the  building  for  his  resi- 
dence; to  occupy  and  use  for  garden  and  farming  purposes  the 
grounds  within  the  hospital  enclosure,  and  at  the  end  of  each  six 
months,  whether  there  are  patients  to  care  for  or  not  in  the  mean- 
time, one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  or  as  agreed  upon,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually.

Gentlemen — I,  the  undersigned,  do  respectfully  call  your  immediate 
attention,  and  the  Board  of  Health,  to  a  stagnant  and  stinking  bath- 
ing pond  for  geese,  ducks,  hogs,  cows,  &c,  in  the  south  end  of  High 
street  and  the  first  alley  running  east  and  west  south  of  Bicking 
street,  in  the  Seventh  Ward.  The  water  was  stopped  of  its  full  flow 
about  six  or  eight  weeks  ago,  by  Messrs.  Frank  &  Co.  grading  their 
land  west  of  High  street.  When  the  above  pond  is  full  of  water,  to 
the  level  of  the  ground,  it  is  from  three  to  four  feet  deep  in  the  cross- 
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ing  of  the  street,  sixteen  feet  wide,  and  about  two  hundred  feet  long. 
The  water  has  been  standing  in  this  pond  for  the  last  six  or  eight 
weeks.  It  is  a  nuisance,  is  blockading  the  thoroughfare,  and  needs 
immediate  attention. 

I  think  the  Board  of  Health  ought  to  examine  this'  place,  and  see 
whether  it  wants  grading  and  graveling,  or  the  pond  filled  up.

REPORTS    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 


The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  August  11,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — In  answer  to  several  enquiries  and  orders  of  the  Coun- 
cil, I  would  report  that  the  best  that  can  be  done  with  the  pond  at 
the  north  end  of  Winston  street,  will  be  to  fill  it. 

The  bad  drainage  on  Tennessee  street  near  Ray  street  can  be  rem- 
edied by  deepening  the  gutters  leading  into  the  canal,  or  by  a  pipe 
drain  connecting  with  the  Eay  street  sewer. 

Some  time  since  the  C,  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  Co.  was  ordered  to  build  a 
culvert  under  their  tracks  at  the  north  end  of  Cook  street.  The 
Company  has  put  in  a-small  box  culvert  on  the  west  side  of  the  street 
which  is  too  small  and  too  high  to  answer  the  purpose.  A  larger 
drain  should  be  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  street.  Some  of  the  lots 
near  the  intersection  of  Cook  street  and  the  railroad  are  below  high 
water  in  Pogue's  run,  and  should  be  filled  to  protect  them  from  over- 
flow. 

In  consequence  of  the  large  amount  of  work  being  done  by  the  city* 
I  find  it  impossible  to  give  that  attention  to  the  work  during  its  pro- 
gress that  is  desirable.  All  my  time  is  taken  up  in  preparing  plans 
and  profiles,  setting  stakes  for  the  contractors,  and  in  measuring  the 
work  and  making  estimates  after  the  work  is  done.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Council  elect  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  inspect  all  work  being  done  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  In  many  cases  it  is  im- 
possible to  tell  after  the  work  has  been  done  whether  it  is  done  ac- 
cording to  contract  or  not.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  Superintend- 
ent be  employed  all  the  time,  or  even  half  of  the  time,  but  only  when 
the  amount  of  work  would  justify  it. 

The  Street  R.  R.  tracks  on  St.  Joseph  street  at  the  crossing  of 
Meridian  street  will  have  to  be  removed  to-morrow  in  order  to  lay 
the  block  pavement.  As  the  Company  refuse  to  move  it,  some  action 
of  the  Council  will  be  necessary.

I  have  paid  for  lumber,  tools,  hardware,  etc.,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy-three  (1,573)  dollars. 

Whole  amount  paid  for  work  as  per  pay  roll,  five  thousand  six 
hundred  and  seventy -three  dollars  and  nine  cents.

A  motion  was  introduced  hy  Councilman  Ward  directing  the 
Street  Commissioner  to  raise  the  curb  and  pavement,  repair  the  gut- 
ters, and  remove  the  stone  nagging  over  the  gutters,  and  replace 
them  with  iron  crossings,  on  the  north-east  corner  of  St.  Clair  and 
Pennsylvania  streets.  We  would  recommend  that  the  said  motions 
be  adopted,  and  the  Street  Commissioner  instructed  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  thereof. 

SECOND. 

A  motion  was  also  referred  to  your  Committee,  offered  by  Mr. 
Shepherd,  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  the  bowldered 
gutter  on  Kentucky  avenue,  east  side,  from  Maryland  street  to  Wash- 
ington street,  so  as  to  carry  out  the  water.  We  would  also,  recom- 
mend that  the  Street  Commissioner  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
said  motion. 

THIRD. 

A  motion  was  also  referred  to  your  Committee,  introduced  by  Mr. 
Stratford,  Councilman  from  the  13th  Ward,  to  give  John  Eothert 
permission  to  erect  a  pair  scales  on  Pine  street,  near  Yirginia  avenue. 
Your  Committee  are  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  said  motion,  provided 
that  he  does  not  blockade  the  street  in  the  erection  of  said  scales,  and 
agrees  to  remove  them  at  any  time  when  directed  to  do  so  by  an 
order  of  the  Common  Council. 


FOURTH. 

A  motion  was  also  referred  to  your  Committee,  introduced  by  Mr. 

Twiname,  to  allow  Messrs.  Hewston  &  Northrop  permission  to  extend 

the  wooden  sewer  eighty  feet  east  on  Market  street,  along  the  line  of 

their  property.     We  respectfully  report  in   favor  of  granting  them

FIRST. 

A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  committee  from  George  A.  Rebb, 
George  W.  Baxter^  and  two  others,  property  holders  on  Olive  street,  re- 
monstrating against  the  improvement  of  said  street  below  Willow  street, 
unless  there  is  a  petition  from  the  property  holders  for  the  improvement 
of  said  street.

Civil  Engineer  has  reported  that  there  is  no  drainage  except  down  Rail- 
road street,  and  in  order  to  remedy  the  evil  complained  of,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Contracts  be  authorized  to  contract 
with  Messrs.  Brunner  and  Riner,  or  some  other  responsible  contractors, 
for  putting  down  a  pipe  drain  for  the  extension  of  a  brick  sewer  2^  feet 
in  diameter,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $2.50  per  foot,  down  said  Railroad 
street  to  Ohio  street,  to  connect  with  a  sewer  from  Ohio  street  to  Pogues 
Run. 

FOURTH. 

A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  from  Christian  J. 
Karle,  Human  Teepe  and  others,  property  holders  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
first  alley  east  of  Virginia  avenue,  between  Pine  street  and  the  first  alley 
south  of  Pine  street,  against  grading  and  bowldering  said  alley,  but  that 
they  have  no  objections  to  having  the  same  graded  and  graveled,  and 
herewith  report  an  ordinance  for  grading  and  graveling  said  alley,  and 
recommend  that  all  ordinances  heretofore  introduced  or  pending  for  said 
improvement  be  stricken  from  the  files.

Indianapolis,  August  18,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — From  the  abundance  of  rumors  on  the  streets  and  in 
the  columns  of  the  daily  papers  on  the  subject  of  the  irregularities 
and  failures  in  properly  lighting  and  extinguishing  the  street  lamps, 
you  will  naturally  expect  from  me  some  reliable  information  on  the 
subject.  But  I  have  no  such  information  to  communicate.  Up  to 
the  present  hour  I  have  failed  to  get  any  person  to  file  in  my  office 
a  statement  giving  time,  place  and  circumstance  of  any  failure  to 
light  or  extinguish  the  public  lamps,  and  until  the  facts  can  be  thus 
obtained  I  know  no  remedy  for  the  evil  complained  of.  I  can  state 
to  you  what  has  fallen  under  my  own  personal  observation,  but  I  do 
not  feel  authorized  to  make  any  statements  which  have  come  to  me 
from  informants  who  will  not  verify  them  over  their  signature.  That 
there  is  a  degree  of  irregularity  in  the  street  lighting,  which  is  a 
great  inconvenience  to  the  public,  and  perhaps  an  injustice  to  the 
G-as  Company,  I  am  morally  certain,  though  I  have  not  the  legal 
evidence  in  a  form  that  I  can  present  it  to  you. 

On  last  Friday  evening  at  9  o'clock,  I  made  a  tour  of  inspection,  in 
which  I  noted  that  the  lamps  between  Meridian  and  Illinois  streets 
were  not  lighted,  and  the  lamps  on  the  east  side  of  Delaware  street 
between  North  and  St.  Joseph  streets  were  in  the  same  condition, 
and  not  a  lamp  has  been  lighted  on  Fort  Wayne  avenue  for  a  week 
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between  Pennsylvania  and  St.  Joseph  streets,  excepting  those  belong- 
ing to  Alabama  and  Delaware  streets  at  the  crossings.  On  Saturday 
morning  at  6  o'clock  all  the  lamps  on  St.  Clair  street  from  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  to  Alabama  street  were  burning,  and  on  yesterday 
two  lamps  on  Park  avenue  and  two  on  Forest  avenue,  were  burning 
at  2  p.  m. 

That  the  contractor  for  lighting  the  public  lamps  is  making  an 
earnest,  though  it  may  be  an  unsuccessful  effort  to  remedy  these  diffi- 
culties, I  have  good  reason  to  believe ;  but  he  has  undertaken  to  do 
more  than  any  man  can  do  well.  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that 
one  man  can  not  properly  superintend  more  than  one-fourth  of  the 
lamps  in  the  city,  and  especially  when  he  has  to  employ  new  hands 
unacquainted  with  the  routes. 

I  have  presented  this  subject  to  the  contractor,  .Dr.  Cooper,  and 
have  obtained  a  promise  of  a  speedy  correction  of  these  abuses,  and 
yet  I  have  but  little  faith  in  his  ability  to  do  so,  though  I  have  all 
confidence  in  his  good  intentions.

Dear  Sir — Having  been  out  of  town  for  a  few  days,  is  my  excuse 
for  not  answering  before  this,  your  favor  of  August  4th.

At  an  early  period,  when  steam  fire  engines  were  a 
new  thing,  and  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Co.  had  a  reputation 
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to  make  in  connection  with  this  class  of  machinery,  they  availed 
themselves  of  such  invitations  as  your  City  Council  now  kindly  ex- 
tends, and  went  to  considerable  expense  to  bring  "The  Amoskeag 
Engine  "  into  notice.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the  success  of  our  en- 
gine on  such  occasions  contributed  to  the  subsequent  prosperity  of 
the  Company,  and  in  part  enabled  the  Company  to  become  the  largest 
builder  of  steam  fire  engines  in  the  world.

Estimating  the  monthly  expenditures  at  $50,000,  it  will  require 
$300,000  for  the  six  months  between  September  1,  1873,  and  March 
1,  1874,  (but  little  revenue  being  available  until  last  named  date) 
which  can  be  met  only  by  anticipating  the  revenue  by  selling  another 
issue  of  twenty  years  bonds  about  November  1,  1873,  for  $300,000. 
The  two  years  bonds  maturing  in  July,  August,  September  and 
November,  1374,  amounting  in  all  to  $400,000,  can  readily  be  replaced 
with  twenty  years  bonds.

Indianapolis,  August  25,  1873. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  two  communications  con- 
taining complaints  which  have  been  placed  on  file  in  my  office  relat- 
ing to  the  irregularities  in  lighting  and  extinguishing  the  public  lamps. 
Besides  these  I  have  nothing  new  on  that  subject  to  communicate. 

In  a  former  report  I  alluded  to  the  unsatisfactory  character  of  the 
burner  in  use  in  the  public  lamps,  and  recommended  the  introduction 
and  use  of  the  new  burner  invented  by  Mr.  Sugg,  of  London.  This 
recommendation  (with  others)  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Gas 
with  power  to  act.  That  committee  referred  the  matter  of  burners 
to  me,  and  I  have  arranged  with  Messrs.  Dickson  &  Co.,  of  this  city, 
to  manufacture  and  supply  the  city  with  these  bnrnere  as  they  may 
be  needed  to  replace  those  now  in  use,  many  of  which  need  replacing 
immediately. 

The  burners  are  all  to  be  adjusted  to  consume  four  feet  of  gas  per 
hour,  according  to  the  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  G-as  Light  and 
Coke  Company.  They  are  to  be  made  in  the  most  permanent  man- 
ner, and  furnished  with  lava  tips.  I  have  confidence  that  these 
burners  will  measure  the  gas  consumed  per  hour  nearly  as  accu- 
rately as  a  metre.  The  first  cost  of  the  new  Sugg  burners  will  be 
$6.00  per  dozen,  and  when  they  are  worn  out,  or  get  out  of  repair, 
the  manufacturers  will  take  the  old  burners  and  replace  them  with 
new  ones  at  ten  cents  a  pieee.  This  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  the  concurrance  of  the  G-as  Company,  who  appear  anxious  to 
secure  an  accurate  measurement  of  the  gas  consumed  in  the  public 
lamps.

Yottr  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Trustees  and  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Hospital  be  authorized  to  buy  such  furniture  and 
other  articles  as  are  needed  for  Hospital  purposes,  and  that  they  also 
be  directed  to  have  new  privies  built,  and  present  bills  to  this  Coun- 
cil for  allowance.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  City  Commissioners  have  completed  the 
examination  of  the  matter  of  opening  a  nine  foot  alley  through  out- 
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lots  H,  and  62  and  63,  referred  to  them  by  your  honorable  body,  and 
after  full  consideration  thereon  would  report : 

We  find  on  examination  that  there  now  exists  in  the  line  of  the 
proposed  alley,  in  out-lot  63,  a  ten  foot  alley,  reaching  from  Liberty 
street  west  across  lots  1,  2  and  3  of  Wilson's  subdivision  of  out-lot 
63,  and  that  a  private  alley  nine  feet  wide  extends  on  the  line  of  the 
proposed  alley  east  from  East  street  195  feet  on  the  line  of  out-lots 
62  and  H;  at  its  eastern  extremity  it  connects  with  a  ten  foot  private 
alley,  taken  off  the  west  side  of  the  north  end  of  lot  4,  in  out-lot  H. 
This  ten  foot  alley  extends  southward  75  feet,  and  if  disused,  should 
revert  to  C.  Weigmann,  to  whose  lot  it  properly  belongs. 

We  find  from  the  testimony  before  us  that  the  G-ermania  Building

Farmer  is  the  owner  of  the  ground  east  of  said  line  and  extending  to 
Davidson's  addition.  The  ground  in  question  is  thickly  covered 
with  railway  switching  tracks,  and  in  its  present  condition  is  of  little 
or  no  value  to  any  one  other  than  the  railway  companies  who  now 
have  the  right  of  way  over  it.  Churchman,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
iible  to  learn,  pays  no  taxes  on  this  strip,  and  gets  no  rent  from  the 
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Company  for  its  use.  We  consider  his  interest  in  the  track  as  of  merely 
a  nominal  value,  and  his  benefits  equal  to  his  damages  by  being 
relieved  from  possible  taxation  on  the  ground.  In  regard  to  the 
ground  between  the  old  corporation  line  and  Davidson's  addition  we 
think  that  the  benefits  on  either  side  of  the  street  will  offset  the  value 
of  the  ground  taken. 

In  regard  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  railway  companies  and  the 
damage  to  them  from  the  severance  of  their  trains  at  this  point,  we 
can  only  say  that  their  right  of  way  will  not  be  materially  interfered 
with  across  the  proposed  street,  and  we  therefore  make  no  estimate 
of  damages  for  it;  and  as  to  damages  for  severance  of  the  trains  by 
the  street  while  it  must  be  admitted  that  such  damage  does  exist  and 
will  always  exist,  yet  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  its  amount.  The 
injury  would  be  of  the  nature  of  contingent  and  consequential  dam- 
ages, and  we  have  the  highest  authority  for  declining  to  undertake- 
any  estimate  of  such  damages. 

We  estimate  the  total  damages  therefore  on  the  real  estate  taken 
at  #550,  and  the  benefits  to  adjoining  real  estate  at  $550,  and  we 
think  the  city  of  Indianapolis  should  pay  no  part  of  said  damages  or 
benefits. 

We  estimate  the  damages  to  Mr.  F.  M.  Churchman  for  a  strip  sixty 

feet  wide,  north  and  south,  by  about feet  long,  in  out-lot  50,  in 

the  line  of  Michigan  street,  from  the  first  alley  east  of  Winston  street 
to  the  old  corporation  line,  subject  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  Cleve- 
land, Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Kail  way  Company,  and  of 
the  Indianapolis  &  St.  Louis  Kailway  Company  at  $50.  Benefits  to 
said  F.  M.  Churchman  on  balance  of  his  property,  $50.  Balance  of 
damage  to  Churchman,  $0.00 

Damages  to  Koderick  W.  Farmer  for  a  strip  222  feet  long  and  6fl 
feet  wide,  lying  just  east  of  the  foregoing  strip,  in  the  line  of  said 
Michigan  street  as  extended,  and  being  in  the  west  half  of  the  south- 
west quarter  of  section  6,  township  15,  range  4  east,  at  $500.  Ben- 
efits to  Khoderick  W.  Farmer  on  the  adjacent  ground  in  said  half 
quarter,  $500.  Balance  of  damages  to  said  K.  W.  Farmer  on  said 
tract,  $00.00.     Total  damages,  $550.     Total  benefits,  $550.

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Citj^  Commissioners  met  at  the  City 
Clerk's  office  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m.  of  September  18,  1873,  pursuant  to

$2  02  per  square  yard,  or  $2.80  per  front  foot  on  each  side.  It  was 
found  on  examination  of  the  profiles  made  by  the  Engineer  that  a 
sufficient  amount  had  not  been  subscribed  by  between  five  and  six 
thousand  dollars  to  complete  the  work  to  the  point  named,  and  it 
was  proposed  by  parties  interested  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
get  the  City  Council  to  agree  to  pay  for  that  portion  of  the  work 
within  the  city  limits  fronting  on  the  two  city  parks  and  the  street 
and  alley  crossings.

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cepted  by  a  vote  of  the  Council  as  such.  At  the  same  time  a  reso- 
lution was  presented  and  adopted  instructing  the  City  Clerk  to  make 
out  the  estimate  for  the  before  mentioned  improvement  at  the  same 
rates  as  named  in  the  former  resolution,  on  the  report  of  the  Civil 
Engineer  that  the  work  had  been  completed  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner. A  typographical  error  made  the  resolution  read  park  instead  of 
parks,  but  it  was  not  discovered  until  the  work  had  been  completed, 
and  the  estimates  made  and  presented  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
and  Claims  to  be  inserted  in  the  appropriation  ordinance,  some  two 
months  ago,  but  it  was  not  put  in  at  that  time.  The  estimate  was 
subsequently  put  in  an  appropriation  ordinance,  but  was  afterwards 
stricken  out  when  presented  to  Council.  The  details  are  too  well 
known  to  need  repetition  here. 

Your  petitioner  would  further  state  that  no  contract  was  entered 
into  with  the  committee  for  the  improvement  of  Brookside  avenue 
until  the  19th  of  March  following  the  action  of  Council,  and  then 
only  on  assurance  that  a  balance  of  about  eight  hundred  dollars  (still 
short  of  the  required  amount  after  adding  to  the  fund  the  amount  to 
be  received  from  the  city  for  the  two  parks  and  street  and  alley  cross- 
ings) would  be  made  up  by  parties  who  had  promised  to  subscribe.

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Police  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report ; 

That,  following  the  precedent  and  custom  which  has  long  prevailed, 
they,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Exposition,  appointed  special  police- 
men to  serve  at  the  Exposition  grounds.  They  felt  that  it  was  necessary 
for  the  public  good  that  this  should  be  done,  and  supposed  the  precedent 
was  founded  on  the  law.  Upon  the  matter  of  the  grounds  being  outside 
of  the  city  limits,  being  brought  to  their  notice  by  an  action  of  the  State 
Board  at  a  public  meeting,  they  gave  the  subject  a  close  investigation, 
and  consulted  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  found  that  they  had  no  ex- 
press authority  to  appoint  policemen  to  do  duty  outside  of  the  corporate 
limits.  They  respectfully  submit  to  the  Council  their  action,  and  ask 
that  it  may  be  approved,  in  so  far  as  the  past  is  concerned,  and  request 
instructions  for  the  future. 

The  grounds  of  the  State  Board  are  outside  of  the  corporate  limits, 
and,  except  in  a  very  few  instances,  neither  the  city  nor  her  officers  have 
any  jurisdiction  or  authority  beyond  the  corporate  limits.  Recently 
much  of  the  ground  lying  contiguous  to  the  city  limits  has  been  platted, 
and  this  ground  is  adjacent  to  the  Exposition  grounds.  The  Board  re- 
spectfully submit  that  this  ground  ought,  by  resolution,  to  be  annexed  to 
the  city,  as  provided  in  section  eighty- five  of  the  city  charter.  They 
further  suggest  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  city  and  the  public  if  the 
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State  grounds  could  be  brought  within  the  city  limits,  and  that  it  would 
be  expedient  to  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  State  Board.

Gentlemen — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  reso- 
lution concerning  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  Samuel  Lefever,  con- 
tractor, for  grading  and  graveling  Summit  street. 
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The  resolution  proposes  to  assume  the  payment  of  the  cost  of 
grading  and  graveling  the  street  because  the  contractor  has  been 
enjoined  from  completing  his  contract. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  legally  liable  to  pay  the  con- 
tractor; but  after  the  matter  had  been — if  that  should  be  the  result — 
finally  determined  against  the  city  and  the  contractor,  it  will  then 
be  time  to  consider  this  question.  If  the  city  should  assume  the 
payment  then,  even  although  she  should  be  successful  in  the  pending 
litigation,  the  property  holders  whose  property  is  immediately  bene- 
fited will  be  relieved  from  the  expense. 

If  the  city  should  be  successful,  and  such  I  think  will  certainly  be 
the  result,  then  the  contractor  can  complete  his  work  and  recover 
his  money,  and  could  also  recover  whatever  direct  damages  the  in- 
junction, should  it  be  dissolved,  may  have  occasioned. 

There  are  other  reasons  which  incline  me  to  the  opinion  that  it 
would  not  be  expedient  to  adopt  the  resolution,  but  it  would  require 
more  time  to  state  them  in  detail  than  is  proper  in  an  opinion  such 
.as  the  present.

1?©  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  In- 
dianapolis represents  to  your  honorable  body  that,  in  order  to  supply 
the  demand  for  school  accommodations  or  sittings,  it  authorized  the 
erection  of  three  eight-room  brick  school  houses  and  four-room  ad- 
ditions to  the  Fourth  and  Ninth  District  school  houses.  The  cost  of 
these  improvements,  including  payments  upon  the  lots  on  which 
they  are  being  erected,  with  the  out-houses,  fences,  etc.,  and  the  fur- 
niture and  stoves  for  the  same,  will  amoHint  to  about  $115,000.  The 
additions  to  the  Fourth  and  Ninth  houses  are  about  finished,  and  the 
other  buildings  are  in  such  a  state  of  progress  that  they  will  be 
ready  for  use  at  an  early  day.  The  school  year  commenced  on  the 
Sth  day  of  September,  and  the  pay  of  teachers  to  and  including  the 
month    of  March   will    average  about   $8,000    per   month — making 
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158,000.  The  pay  of  officers,  janitors,  and  other  employes  from  July 
1st  to  and  including  March  will  amount  to  about  $12,000,  The  cur- 
rent expenses  not  included  in  the  foregoing,  such  as  repairs,  cleaning- 
school  houses,  fuel,  gas,  new  furniture,  stationery,  books,  apparatus, 
etc.,  for  the  same  period  will  amount  to  about  810,000.  These  sums 
will  make  a  total"  outlay  of  about  $193,000  up  to  the  first  ot  April 
next. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  school  fiscal  year,  July  1,  the  Board 
had  in  its  treasury,  in  round  figures,  $90,000.  Since  then  the  Board 
has  disbursed,  on  the  contracts  for  new  buildings,  for  purchase  of. 
lots,  for  repairs  and  renovation  of  school  houses,  salaries  of  officers-,, 
wages  of  janitors,  and  incidentals,  $70,000,  leaving  a  balance  now  im 
the  treasury  of  about -$20,000,  which  belongs  to  the  tuition  fund,  and 
must  be  applied  on  the  payment  of  teachers,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. 

The  Board,  when  it  authorized  the  building  of  the  three  new 
school  houses  and  the  two  additions,  anticipated  the  necessity  of 
making  a  temporary  loan  to  meet  its  disbursements  until  the  city- 
tax  levy  for  1873,  payable  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  of  March 
next,  should  be  received;  and  this  it  would  have  been  able  to  do  if  it 
had  not  been  for  the  financial  embarrassments  wh,ich  extend  over  the- 
country,  making  such  loans  exceedingly  difficult  to  negotiate,  if  riol 
impossible.  In  this  emergency,  which  the  Board  must  meet  and 
overcome — for  the  schools  must  not  be  closed,  and  the  improvements 
in  progress  cannot  be  stopped  without  great  loss — after  a  full  consid- 
eration of  the  situation,  and  with  the  approval  of  our  financiers,  the 
Board  determined  to  issue  warrants,  in  the  aggregate  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  $75,000,  to  bear  ten  per  cent  interest,  payable  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  April  next,  in  denominations  of  ten.  twenty r 
fifty,  and  one  hundred  dollars,  provided  your  honorable  body — to 
give  them  credit  and  make  them  equal  to  bank  currency — will  pas& 
an  ordinance  directing  and  authorizing  the  City  Treasurer  to  receive 
them  in  payment  for  school  taxes,  for  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  named,  to  wit,  $75,000.  If  the  City  Council  will  so  order,  the- 
action  will  relieve  the  Board  from  its  embarrassment,  enable  it  to 
finish  the  school  buildings  now  in  progress,  and  meet  all  its  accruing 
obligations. 

To  show  that  this  request  is  reasonable,  the  Board  further  repre- 
sents to  your  honorable  body  that  the  tax  levied  for  school  purposes* 
for  1873  is  35  cents  on  the  $100,  and  as  the  city  taxables  foot  up  near 
sixty-two  millions  of  dollars,  this  levy  will  yield  a  school  revenue  of 
about  $216,000.  It  will  be  seen,  by  these  figures,  that  the  Board  only 
asks  your  honorable  body  to  direct  the  City  Treasurer  to  receive- 
these  warrants  in  payment  of  school  taxes  to  the  amount  of  about 
one-third  of  the  school  revenue  upon  the  city  tax  duplicate  lor  this. 
y  ear. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  school  interests  of  the  city. 
the  Board  would  state  that  the  grounds  and  school  buildings  in  its 
possession,  including  the  school   houses  being  erected,  at  a  fair  estl- 
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mate,  are  valued  at  $636,000,  and  the  public  library  school  furniture, 
fixtures,  apparatus,  etc.,  at  $55,000  more,  making  a  total  of  $691,000. 

The  Board  further  represents  to  your  honorable  body  'that  the 
annual  increase  of  school  children,  based  upon  the  enumeration  of 
school  children  for  a  number  of  years,  will  require  each  year  addi- 
tional school  accommodations  equal  to  four  eight-room  school  houses. 
Besides  there  are  a  large  number  of  children  attending  private,  or 
independent  schools,  who  are  entitled  to  public  school  accommoda- 
tions; and  there  are,  also,  a  large  number  of  children  upon  the 
streets  who  do  not  attend  either  public  or  private  schools,  growing 
up  in  ignorance  without  even  the  rudiments  of  education. 

The  public  schools  of  our  city  stand  as  high  in  reputation  as  those 
of  any  Western  city,  if  not  higher,  and  of  the  many  advantages -that 
Indianapolis  presents,  not  one  is  more  attractive  than  our  admirable 
school  system. 

The  Board  further  represents  to  your  honorable  body  that  with  the 
aid  it  asks  you  to  grant,  it  will  be  enabled  to  go  on  without  embar- 
rassment, and  as  the  assistance  prayed  for  will  not  increase  the  pub- 
lic burdens,  but  merely  anticipate  a  portion  of  the  revenues  the 
Board  will  derive  from  city  taxes  for  school  purposes,  it  respectfully 
asks  you  to  grant  the  relief  for  which  it  prays.

The  Council  has  recently  made  allowances  amounting  to  over 
$72,000.  Of  these  there  has  been  paid  out  of  proceeds  of  $50,000 
8  percent,  warrants  sold  as  aforesaid,  and  out  of  balance  of  proceeds 
of  bonds  sold  $5,475.25.  Total,  $55,475.25  ;  leaving  $16,524.75  of  city 
orders  issued  in  payment  of  current  expenses  outstanding,  to  take  up 
which  there  is  no  money  in  the  treasury,  nor  likely  to  be  any  until 
the  taxes  are  collected.  Your  committee  therefore  believe  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  ordinance  is  the  best  means  of  relief  that 
can  be  afforded  under  the  circumstances. 

Should  the  City  Treasurer  raise  money  upon  city  warrants  the  city 
could  make  cash  payments.  But  this  has  been  found  impracticable 
at  the  present  time  in  the  face  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  whole 
country.
